There is hereby established a capital stabilization fund bylaw for the purpose of creating- (establishing a capital 


stabilization fund pursuant to MGL, Chapter 40, Section 5B, and establishing the) aA approval process and 
funding requirements for all capital projects which require (qualify for) an appropriation from a (the) capital 


stabilization fund. In order for a project to be-eligible (qualify for an appropriation from the capital stabilization 
fund and) to come before Town Meeting to secure funding, all of the following criteria must be met: 
1. All capital stabilization fund requests must first be reviewed and approved by the Capital Improvement 


Committee (CIC), (and said committee shall confirm that the request satisfies one or more of the following 
requirements; 

a. Request is for new construction, expansion, renovation, or replacement for an existing facility or facilities. The 
project must have a total cost of at least $10,000 over the life of the project. Project costs can include the cost of 
land, engineering, architectural planning, and contract services needéd to complete the project, or 

b. Request is for purchase of major equipment (assets) costing $50,000 or more with a useful life of at least 10 
years, or 

c. Request is for a major maintenance or rehabilitation 


and an economic life of at least 10 years.) 


2. All capital stabilization fund requests must be submitted to the Finance Committee for review and comment. 


roject for existing facilities with a cost of $10,000 or more 


3. All capital stabilization fund requests must be submitted as a Warrant Article for the Board of Selectmen’s 
review and approval. The Board, at its discretion, may vote to place the requested article on the Warrant or to 
reject the requested article. . 


4. Capital stabilization fund prejects (requests) which comply with this bylaw may be presented at any Town 
Meeting and may be acted upon by Town Meeting provided that the then in effect quorum is present and provided. 
further that funds for any capital stabilization fund project may only be appropriated if two thirds of the present and 
voting members of Town Meeting vote in the affirmative. 
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5. With the exception of design services and engineering services, requests for capital stabilization fund projects 
must include all anticipated costs of the project.

A legal meeting of the inhabitants of the Town of East Bridgewater, qualified to vote in elections and town 
affairs was held at the East Bridgewater Gordon W. Mitchell Middle School, Monday evening, November 5, 2007 
at 7:00 P.M. under a Warrant issued by the Selectmen and dated, October 16, 2007.

Putt. There were Three hundred Ninety-four (394) voters present, Ninety-five (95) in Precinct |, One hundred 
seven (107) in Precinct II, Sixty-five (65) in Precinct Ill, and One hundred twenty-seven (127) in Precinct IV. 
Tellers appointed by Moderator, Robert Looney, and sworn to duty by Town Clerk, Marcia Weidenfeller, were 
William Jacques, Robert Alexander, Jerry Hartman, Catherine Lane, Scott Hastings, and Richard Brophy. Non 
voters present were Marilyn Thompson, Treasurer/Collector, Kevin Feeley, Town Counsel for the Town of East 
Bridgewater, Marcy Murphy, Enterprise Correspondent, Paula S. Keefe, Assistant Town Clerk, John Stanbrook, 
Town Account, Carolyn Vinton, Assistant Town Accountant, Vonnie Reis, and Fran Yanuskiewic, Weston & 
Sampson Engineering, Paula Donnelly, East Bridgewater Express Correspondent, and Lauren DeFilippo, East 
Bridgewater Star Correspondent. Recording the meeting from East Bridgewater Community Television Inc., were 
Russell Hannagan, Destiny Augustine, Timothy Fowler, Ann Kerrigan, Victoria Brown, Christopher DeMolles, 
Thomas Kerrigan, Justin Duquette, and Thomas Woodbury. 


The meeting was called to order at 7:20 P.M. 
The Moderator read a list of Non Residents in attendance. 


The Moderator took this opportunity to congratulate the students in grades 4, 5, and 6 for their 
performance in the school play. 


Town Clerk, Marcia Weidenfeller, read the opening of the Warrant and the Return of Service. 
The following action was taken: 
Wayne Perry, Chairman of the Wastewater study committee presented the article. 
Before the article was voted there were several amendments to the article that were presented to the voters. 


A motion was made and seconded and the amendments to the article were voted. Text to be deleted is 
underlined. Text to be added shown in parenthesis. 


Before the article was voted Wayne Perry presented a short history of the study that was conducted. A short slide 
presentation was given showing a breakdown of the fees that would be incurred by both residents within the 
sewer district and outside of the district. 

Kevin Feeley, Town counsel was asked to explain the home rule petition procedure. 

Maryanne Roan, a registered voter at 81 Central St. presented a summary of cost alternatives. 

A question and answer period followed during which time a registered voter called to move the question, the 
Moderator explained that he would not move the question at this time because he felt that the voters attending 


had the right to address the issue in more depth. 


More discussion followed and again a voter asked to move the question. Moderator would not move the question 
until all residents waiting to speak on article were heard. 


After all questions were answered another resident requested the article to be moved, the Moderator moved 


article and a voice vote was taken. The Moderator found the voice vote to be inconclusive. A hand count was 
taken at this time. 
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Article 1 - To see whether or not the Town Meeting will vote to authorize the Board of Selectmen to file with the 
Great and General Court of the Commonwealth of Massachusetts a so-called Home Rule Petition in a form 
suitable to achieve the purpose of creating a Sewer District within the Town of East Bridgewater and in a form 
similar to the following: . 


“AN ACT ESTABLISHING A SEWER DISTRICT IN THE TOWN OF EAST BRIDGEWATER. 


Be it enacted by the Senate and House of Representatives in General Court assembled, and by the authority of 
the same, as follows: 


SECTION 1. The inhabitants of the Town of East Bridgewater, liable to taxation in: said town and residing within 
the area served by the East Bridgewater Sewer District, bounded and described as follows: all parcels located 
within the Map entitled “Figure 5-1, Proposed Sewer Areas, February 2006 from the East Bridgewater Final 
Comprehensive Wastewater Management Plan, prepared by Weston & Sampson, dated February 2006, and on 
file with the East Bridgewater Town Clerk, as said Map is further defined by a parcel listing entitled “East 
Bridgewater Sewer District Parcel Listing, dated October 2007 prepared by Weston & Sampson”, also on file with 
the East Bridgewater Town Clerk. 


SECTION 2. The purpose of this Act is to authorize the creation, establishment and operation of the East 
Bridgewater Sewer District. The sewer district, if approved, shall be responsible for all financial obligations 
incurred on behalf of the district, it being the intent of this Act that the Town of East Bridgewater, as a corporate 
entity, shall have no financial obligation for the operation of this district other than the obligation to pay betterment 
assessments as authorized under section 9 of this Act and for paying fees for sewer services as authorized by 
section 12 of this Act. For the purposes of aforesaid, the district, acting by and through its board of sewer 
commissioners hereinafter provided for, may contract with any municipality, acting through its sewer department, 
authority to furnish same being herby granted, and may take by eminent domain under chapter 79 or chapter 80A 
of the General Laws, or acquire by lease, purchase or otherwise, and hold land, or any portion thereof, within the 
town of East Bridgewater and not already appropriated for particular public purpose; and for said purposes ‘may 
take as aforesaid, or acquire by purchase or otherwise, and hold, all lands, rights of way and other easements 
necessary for collection, storing, holding, processing, purifying sewage and disposing of effluent and for 
conveying the same to any part of the district and for any other purpose consistent with the provisions of this Act. 
The district may construct and maintain on the lands acquired and held under this act proper tanks, pumps, 
buildings, treatment units, fixtures and other structures including also the establishment and maintenance of a 
collection system and treatment facility, and may make excavations, procure and operate machinery and provide 
such other means and appliances, and do such other things as may be necessary for the establishment and 
maintenance of complete and effective sewage collection, treatment and disposal system; and for that purpose 
may construct pipelines and establish pumping works, and may construct, lay, acquire and maintain conduits, 
pipes and other works under or over any land, water courses, railroad, railways and public or other ways, and 
along such ways, in said town, in such manner as not unnecessarily to obstruct the same; and for the purpose of 
constructing, laying, maintaining, operating and repairing such conduits, pipes and other works, and for all proper 
purposes of this Act, the district may dig up or raise and embank any such lands, highways or other ways in such 
manner as to cause hindrance to public travel on such ways; provided, that the manner in which all things are 
done upon any such way(s) shall be subject to the direction of the selectmen in the town of East Bridgewater, or 
their designee. The district may enter upon any private or public land for the purpose of making surveys, test 
wells or pits and borings, and may take or otherwise acquire the right to occupy temporarily any lands necessary 
for the construction of any work or for any other purpose authorized by this Act. Existing structures and buildable 
lots within the district shall be allowed one sewer connection. Any subdivision plan filed with the East Bridgewater 
Planning Board on or after November 1, 2007, all or part of which seeks to subdivide land within the district, shall 
only be entitled to one connection for the entire subdivision. No lot, which is not buildable without a sewer 
connection shall be eligible to connect to the sewer system. The Board of Sewer Commissioners shall have all 
power and authority generally conferred upon a town for the purpose of completing and maintaining a sewer 
system. 


SECTION 3. Any person sustaining damages to their property by any taking under this act or any other thing 


done under authority thereof may recover such damages from the district MGS to and pursuant to Chapter 79 
or chapter 80A of the General Laws. 
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SECTION 4. The commissioners of the district shall have the authority to enter into contracts whereby a third 
party shall provide any or all of the management, operation and/or maintenance required to effectuate the 
purpose of this Act. Included in this authorization the commissioners may enter into so-called design, build and 
operate contracts as well as all other types and form of contracts generally allowable for cities and towns in the 
Commonwealth of Massachusetts. It shall be within the discretion of the commissioners to establish a term of 
contract for a period of time not to exceed twenty years for any such contract. The commissioners shall have all 
authority and powers traditionally vested in municipal corporations in the Commonwealth of Massachusetts in 
order to effectuate the purposes of this Act. 


SECTION 5. For the purpose of paying the necessary expenses and liabilities incurred under this act, other than 
expenses of maintenance and operation, the district may borrow, in addition to amounts authorized by Chapter 44 
of the General Laws, an amount or amounts from time to time as may be necessary to fulfill the purposes of this 
Act, and may issue bonds or notes therefore, which shall bear on their face the words “East Bridgewater Sewer 
District Loan Act of 2007”. Each authorized issue shall constitute a separate loan, and such loans shall be 
payable in not more than 30 years from their dates of issuance. Indebtedness incurred under this act shall be 
subject to the provisions of said chapter 44 pertaining to such districts. 


SECTION 6. The district shall, at the time of authorizing said loan or loans, provide for the payment thereof in 
accordance with section 5 of this Act; and, when a vote to that effect has been passed, a sum which, with the 
income derived from sewer rates, assessments, betterments, privilege fees and any other available sources of 
public or private revenue, will be sufficient to pay the annual expenses of operating its sewer works and the 
interest as it accrues on the bonds or notes issued as aforesaid by the district, and to make such payments on the 
principal as may be required under this act, shall without further vote be assessed upon the district by the 
assessors of said town of East Bridgewater annually thereafter until the debt incurred by said loan or loans is 
extinguished. 


SECTION 7. Any land taken or acquired under this Act shall be managed, improved and controlled by the board 
of sewer commissioners hereinafter provided for, in such manner as they shall deem for the best interest of the 
district, All authority vested in said board by this section shall be subject to the provisions of this Act. 


SECTION 8. The Board of Selectmen of the Town of East Bridgewater is hereby authorized to approve and/or 
grant easements to the District, and subject to the approval of Town Meeting, transfer ownership of Town owned 
land or property to the District. 


SECTION 9. Whenever a tax is duly voted by the district for the purposes of this act, the clerk shall send a 
certified copy of the vote to the assessors of said town, who shall assess the same on property within the district 
in the same manner in all respects in which town taxes are required by law to be assessed; provided, that no 
estate shall be subject to any tax assessed on account of the sewer system under this act if, in the judgment of 
the board of sewer commissioners hereinafter provided for, after a hearing, due notice whereof shall have been 
given, such property is so situated that it will receive no advantage(s) from the. said sewer system, or if such 
property is so situated that the buildings thereon, or the buildings that might be constructed thereon, could not be 
supplied with sewer service from said system in any ordinary or reasonable manner; but all other properties in the 
district shall be deemed to be benefited and shall be subject to such tax. A certified list of the properties exempt 
from taxation under the provisions of this section shall annually be sent by said board of sewer commissioners to 
said assessors, at the same time at which the clerk shall send a certified copy of the vote as aforesaid. The 
assessment shall be committed to the town collector, who shall collect said tax in the manner provided by law for 
the collection of town taxes, and shall deposit the proceeds thereof with the district treasurer for the use and 
benefit of the district. The district may collect interest on overdue taxes in the manner in which interest is 
authorized to be collected on town taxes. 

The Board of Sewer Commissioners shall, upon the application of the owner of real property, which 


‘meets the following qualifications and has been assessed for a sewer betterment, enter into a deferral and 


recovery agreement on behalf of the district. In order to qualify the deferral agreement, the property shall have a 
Title V sewerage system, which has been installed or upgraded within five years prior to the effective date of this 
Act. The deferral agreement shall: (a) provide the deferral period, which shall not exceed ten years; (b) 
provide that the deferral agreement shall terminate and the assessment shall be due before the agreed term if title 
to the property is conveyed, the Title V system is determined by the Board to be a failed system, or the property is 
connected to the sewer; (c) provide that the property owner shall pay interest annually upon the assessment from 
the time it was made, at the actual District borrowing rate; and (d) include the written approval of any joint owner 

or mortgagee on the property.

The deferral agreement shall be recorded in the Registry of Deeds, and shall constitute a lien upon the 
real estate. Nothing in this Act shall prohibit the District from requiring the connection of any property to the sewer 
line in order to protect the public health or welfare. 


SECTION 10. The Chairman of the Board of Selectmen shall preside at any meeting of the District before the 
acceptance of this Act until a board is chosen and sworn, and the Chairman of the Board of Selectmen shall 
preside until a moderator or other member of the Board of Selectmen so designated by the Chairman is chosen. 
At any meeting held hereunder prior to the acceptance of this Act by the District, after the choice of a moderator 
for the meeting, the question of the acceptance of this Act shall be submitted to the voters of the District at a 
District meeting, and if it is accepted by a majority of the voters present and voting thereon it shall thereupon take 
effect, and the meeting may then proceed to act on the other articles in the warrant. The warrant for the first 
meeting of the District whereby the acceptance of this Act shall be voted upon by the District, shall also include 
articles on procedures and by-laws for the operation of the District, but shall not otherwise include any other 
business. District meetings conducted after the initial meeting shall be conducted in accordance with the 
procedure adopted by the District. Should the District fail to approve a procedure for either calling and conducting 
a meeting, then the Chairman of the Board of Selectmen may call for a meeting of the District at any time upon 
not less than fourteen days’ written notice, which shall include publication in at least one newspaper of general 
circulation. After the qualification of a majority of the Sewer Commissioners, meetings of the District shall be 
called by warrant under their hands, unless some other method be provided by by-law or vote of the District. For 
the purpose of this Act, individuals who reside within the District and are registered voters in the Town shall be 
allowed to vote at District meetings. 


SECTION 11. The Board of Sewer Commissioners shall be comprised of five members. One member shall be 
a member of the East Bridgewater Board of Selectmen who shall be appointed and/or reappointed on an annual 
basis by the Board of Selectmen. One member shall be appointed by the Board of Selectmen from amongst 
interested candidates who reside within the district (Town). The Board shall endeavor to appoint a candidate who 
by experience and/or expertise possesses technical knowledge related to the services provided by the district. 
This member shall be appointed and or reappointed annually for a one-year term. 


Three members of the Board who reside in the District shall be elected by the voters of the District. The 
length of term for the first election shall be as follows and shall be determined during the first election by the 
highest vote getter receiving the three year term, the second highest vote getter receiving the two year term and 
the third highest vote getter receiving the one year term: 

One member elected for a one-year term 
One member elected for a two-year term 
One member elected for a three-year term 
Following the first election, each subsequent election shall be of the purpose of filling a three-year term. 


SECTION 12. Said board of sewer commissioners shall fix just and equitable prices and rates for the use of the 
sewer, and shall prescribe the time and manner of payment. The income of the sewer works shall be appropriated 
to defray all operating expenses, interest charges and payments on the principal as they shall accrue upon any 
bonds or notes issued under authority of this act. If there should be a net surplus remaining after providing for the 
aforesaid charges, it may be appropriated for such future new construction as said sewer commissioners may 
recommend, and in case a surplus should remain after payment for such new construction, the sewer rates may 
be reduced proportionately. If in any year there should be a deficit of revenue, the sewer commissioners shall in 
the following year fix the rate so as to meet such deficit together with the estimated operating costs including 
interest and debt. Said sewer commissioners shall annually, and as often as the district may require, render a 
report upon the condition of the works under their charge, and an account of their doings, including an account of 
receipts and expenditures. Any property owner in the district who constructs a (new) home or any other (new) 
building at some point after the establishment of the district shall be required to pay a “privilege” fee to the district. 
Said fee shall be based on an amount as determined by the then in effect rules and regulations of the 
commissioners. 


SECTION 13. Any resident of the district shall have the right, subject to reasonable rules and regulations of the 
Board of Commissioners, to defer participation in the sewer district for a period of ten years commencing from the 
date of installation of a working Title V system, provided that the system is properly functioning, and was installed 
prior to the effective date of this Act. Subject to the rules and Regulations of the District, the District may vote to 
authorize deferrals of greater than ten (10) years, provided that the owners’ Title V system remains operational 
during the extended deferral period, and all other provisions of this Section are complied with. 
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In order to comply with this provision, a property owner who has deferred participation must have the system 
inspected at least every 4 years. Any deferral approved in accordance with this section shall not impact all 
property owners obligation to pay betterment assessments authorized by Section 9 of this Act. 


SECTION 14. The district may adopt by-laws, prescribing by whom and how meetings of the district may be 
called, notified, and conducted; and, upon the application of ten or more legal voters in the district, meetings may 
also be called by warrant as provided in Section 10. The district may also establish rules and regulations for the 
management of its sewer works, not inconsistent with this act or with any other provision of law, and may choose 
such other officers not provided for in this act as it may deem necessary or proper. 


SECTION 15. At any time after the system has been operating for two years, or 50% of available capacity is 
being used, property owners not located within the district may petition the sewer commissioners for inclusion in 
the system. In order for any such petition to be valid, it must be signed by a minimum of two thirds (2/3) of the 
property owners which would be affected by the petition. The commissioners shall consider any such petition at a 
future meeting. In order for such a petition to be approved, the commissioners, by at least a four-fifths (4/5) 
majority, must find that the system has the necessary excess capacity and that any such connection would not 
adversely impact the system. Any such approval shall be subject to any and all conditions the commissioners, in 
their sole discretion, place on the approval. Decisions made by the commissioners shall be final and binding and 
not subject to any appeal. 


SECTION 16. This act shall take full effect upon its acceptance by a majority vote of the individuals who own 


property within the district and who are of voting age in the Commonwealth of Massachusetts (reside within the 


district, and are registered voters in the Town) at a district meeting called, in accordance with section 10 within 
four years after its passage. 


SECTION 17. This act shall take effect upon its passage.”

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REPORT OF THE BOARD OF SELECTMEN 
To the Citizens of the Town of East Bridgewater: 
The Board of Selectman is pleased to report on their actions and accomplishments during the year 2007. 


We entered this year with an eye for the future. Many groups had been working on initiatives that would 
come before the voters. Some of these groups, like the Sewerage Feasibility Study group, had been working for 
many years. Everyone involved in the various initiatives have been looking, not only at today, but the future of our 
community and the needs for years to come. We must applaud these groups for their relentless pursuit to 
educate the citizens concerning the issues and for offering well thought out and workable solutions to the 
challenges facing our town. 


The year started with updates from the Capital Committee bringing the board and the community up to 
date on the ever-growing needs of the community. For many years the community has been putting off major 
capital projects and putting band-aids on larger issues. The committee, along with the board, put together a long- 
range plan to address these needs. It was felt that a comprehensive plan addressing current and future needs 
was a unique and sensible approach. Planning and working toward future needs could be done more cost 
effectively if we planned now. This logic brought about the “Capital Stabilization Fund”. This fund was proposed 
and accepted by the town. The town meeting also supported sending the proposition 2 % override, to fund the 
stabilization fund, to the voters at the annual Town election. 


During the months of March and April multiple public meetings were held to educate the voters on the 
Capital Stabilization plan and the funding mechanism by the proposed 1.25 million dollar override. Those that 
voted in the annual election chose not to fund the override and it lost by a little more than 200 votes. This action 
halted the progress being made on addressing capital needs within the community. This vote also answered the 
funding question regarding the water treatment plant and water main replacement project approved at the Special 
Town meeting. The selectmen were forced by the town vote to raise the water rates 123% in order to fund that 
capital project. 


With increased pressure from reduced revenues and reduced funding from the state, the Board, with the 
entire support of all departments, presented a balanced budget at the annual Town Meeting and was able to add 
to the stabilization fund. The financial future is still uncertain, however, the Board and the financial team have a 
solid grasp on the town’s fiscal position. 


The town also welcomed a new member of our community, Compass Medical. Compass medical brought 
some much-needed commercial development to the town and we look forward to working with them in the future. 
Equity Industrial Partners, the developers for Compass Medical, wanted to acknowledge and thank the town 
officials and the citizens for working with them and welcoming them into the community, to show their 
appreciation. Equity Industrial Partners presented the town with a new ambulance valued at $128,000. The board 
accepted the donation and would like to once again thank Equity Industrial Partners for their generosity.

The Board met with the Kiwanis to discuss the annual Christmas parade and review different options for 
continuing the parade. Working together, the Board appointed an Add Hoc committee to work with the Kiwanis 
and report back to the board, so as to assess the possibility of the Town putting on the parade. We would like to 
thank Tim and Lisa Fowler, Nancy and Kevin Smith, Robert Packer, Lynn Silva and Paula Donnelly for 
volunteering for the committee, along with all those that helped. 
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Another year has come and gone. The voters had an opportunity to speak on many issues that would 
chart the course for tomorrow. Unfortunately, few voted and the minority spoke for the majority. We must play 
the hand we have been dealt, but rest assured that the board will continue to work diligently to prepare the Town 
for the future. As new challenges are presented we must come together for the greater good to overcome the 
obstacles. The Board looks forward to serving the community and setting the path for tomorrow. We would like 
to thank you for the honor of serving and we look forward to working with you in the year ahead.

To the Honorable Board of Selectmen and Citizens of East Bridgewater: 
On behalf of Partners Home Care, Inc. we are pleased to submit our annual report for 2007. 


Partners Home Care, a non-profit Medicare certified agency, serves East Bridgewater residents, offering skilled 
nursing, physical, occupational, and speech therapy services, medical social work, nutrition counseling, and home 
health aide assistance. Partners Home Care, Inc. meets the highest standards of excellence fulfilling the mission 
of providing quality home health care to those in need. 


In addition to providing home health services, Partners Home Care, Inc. offers many community health services 
including wellness programs, immunization programs, health promotion screenings, nutrition seminars, caregivers 
support groups and health education seminars. 


Highlights of public health activities for 2007 include: increased communicable disease surveillance, successful 
flu/oneumonia immunizations; adult and pediatric immunization clinics for the community; Tb tests and readings, 
blood pressure clinics, glucose screenings, weekly office hours and monthly health clinics whereby residents may 
obtain health screening and counseling. PHC also serves as a depot for state distributed vaccine. Community 
health programs were presented this year including East Bridgewater COA Safety and Wellness Fair, YMCA 
Senior Day Day with blood pressure screening and health counseling, and provision of a babysitting training 
course. The PHC public health nurse represents the East Bridgewater Board of Health at Mass DPH 
immunization Update, MA DPH Tb Update, MA DPH Infectious Disease Update, Surveillance, Reporting Control, 
HIPPA Trained and maintains current CDC Emergency Preparedness / Bio-terrorism information as a resource to 
the community. Confidential communicable disease surveillance as mandated by the Massachusetts Department 
of Public Health is conducted on a regular basis. 


Ongoing communication regarding public health activities and initiatives continues with the Board of Health, the 
public schools and town agencies and departments. The following is a summary of the activities:

REPORT OF PLYMOUTH COUNTY MOSQUITO CONTROL PROJECT 


The Commissioners of the Plymouth County Mosquito Control Project are pleased to submit the following report 
of our activities during 2007. 


The Project is a special district created by the State Legislature in 1957, and is now composed of all 
Plymouth County towns, the City of Brockton, and the Town of Cohasset in Norfolk County. The Project is a 
regional response to a regional problem, and provides a way of organizing specialized equipment, specially 
trained employees, and mosquito control professionals into a single agency with a broad geographical area of 
responsibility. 


The 2007 season began with a normal water table, which decreased into the summer season. Efforts 
were directed at larval mosquitoes starting with the spring brood. Ground and aerial larviciding was accomplished 
using B.t.i., an environmentally selective bacterial agent. Upon emergence of the spring brood of mosquitoes, 
ultra-low volume adulticiding began on May 21, 2007 and ended on September 28, 2007. The Project responded 
to 12,191 requests for service from residents. 


In response to the continued threat of mosquito borne diseases in the district, we increased our 
surveillance trapping, aerial and ground larviciding, and adult spray in areas of concern to protect public health. 


Eastern Equine Encephalitis virus was first isolated from Culiseta melanura, a bird biting species, by the 
Massachusetts Department of Public Health in Plympton (2 pools) on August 7, 2007. Of the season’s total of 
thirty one EEE isolates, nineteen were from Plymouth County as follows: Halifax — 8/13, 8/16(2), 8/27, 8/30,9/26, 
Hanson — 9/5, Kingston — 8/13, 8/16(2), 8/27, 9/26, 10/5, Plympton — 8/7(2), Rockland — 9/26, West Bridgewater — 
8/14(2), 8/22. 


Based on guidelines defined by the “Vector Control Plan to Prevent EEE: in Massachusetts, nineteen 
Plymouth County towns were elevated from moderate to “High Level of EEE Risk”: effective August 20, 2007. We 
are pleased to report than in 2007 there were no human or horse EEE cases in Plymouth County. 


West Nile virus was also found within the district. A total of ten birds tested positive for WNV in the 
following seven towns” Bridgewater (3), Duxbury (1), East Bridgewater (1), Halifax (1), Hanson (1), Lakeville (1) 
and Middleboro (2). Approximately thirty birds were handled throughout this Project as a dead bird repository. A 
total of thirteen isolations of WNV in mosquitoes were found in the following towns: Abington — 8/28, Bridgewater 
— 8/27 (4), 9/12, Hanson — 9/5, Kingston — 8/30, Middleboro — 8/20 and Rockland — 9/21. We are also pleased to 
report than in 2007 that there were no human or horse West Nile Virus cases in Plymouth County. As part or our 
West Nile Virus control strategy a total of 63,558 catch basins were treated with larvicide in all of our towns to 
prevent WNV. 


The remaining problem of EEE and WNV continues to ensure cooperation between the Plymouth County 
Mosquito Control Project, local Boards of Health and the Massachusetts Department of Public Health. In an effort 
to keep the public informed, EEE and WNV activity updates are regularly posted on Massachusetts Department of 
Public Health website at www.state.ma.us/dph/wnv/wnv1.htm. 


The figures specific to the Town of East Bridgewater are given below. While mosquitoes do not respect town 
lines the information given below does provide a tally of the activities which have had the greatest impact on the 
health and comfort of East Bridgewater residents. 


Insecticide Application. 1,470 acres were treated using truck mounted sprayers for control of adult 
mosquitoes. More than one application was made to the same site if mosquitoes reinvaded the area. The first 
treatments were made in June and the last in September. 
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During the summer 1,844 catch basins were treated to prevent the emergence of Culex pipiens, a know 
mosquito vector in West Nile Virus transmission. 


Aerial Application. Larviciding woodland swamps by helicopter before the leaves come out on the trees 
continues to be very effective. In East Bridgewater this year we aerially larvicided 380 acres. 


Our greatest effort has been targeted at mosquitoes in the larval stage, which can be found in woodland 
pools, swamps, marshes and other standing water areas. Inspectors continually gather data on these sites and 
treat with highly specific larvicides when immature mosquitoes are present. 


Water Management. During 2007 crews removed blockages, brush and other obstructions from 3,170 
linear feet of ditches and streams to prevent overflows or stagnation that can result in mosquito breeding. This 
work, together with machine reclamation, is most often carried out in the fall and winter. 


Machine Reclamation. 425 linear fee of upland ditch was reconstructed in East Bridgewater using one of 
the Project’s track driven excavators. 


Finally, we have been tracking response time, which is the time between notice of a mosquito problem 
and response by one of our inspectors. The complaint response time in the Town of East Bridgewater was less 
than two days with more than 357 complaints answered. 


Mosquito Survey. A systematic sampling for the mosquitoes in East Bridgewater indicates that Cq. 
Perturbans was the most abundant species. Other important species collected include Cs. Melanura and Cx. 
Pipiens/restuans.

To assist local residents and potential residents with any questions they may. have concerning a 
particular piece of property. Also each property is assigned its legal address, a folder is created for the street file 
and fifteen (15) agencies and departments are notified of the new lot and street address.

54 of the building permits were issued for new dwellings, 14 of those permits were for homes in one of the 55 Plus 
Communities.

East Bridgewater was lucky this past year to see the new Southeast Medical Facility at One Compass 
Way open its doors to serve the community. 


31 Certificate of Inspections were issued for public assembly buildings during 2007, $1,240.00 in fees were 
collected and turned into the Town Treasurer for these required certificates. 


The estimated construction cost as indicated by the Building Permit applications was $21,757,067.00. A total of 


$194,491.00 was collected and turned over to the Town Treasurer for these permits.

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REPORT OF THE BOARD OF ASSESSORS © 


To the Honorable Board of Selectmen and the Citizens of East Bridgewater: 


As the Assessors identify the buyer’s trends and analyze market data to ensure that the assessed values reflect 
changes occurring within the real estate market. One trend has become apparent after numerous years of double 
digit inflation the market is showing strong signs of cooling off. Houses are remaining on the market longer with 
some home sellers having to make concessions in order to sell their property. 


In Fiscal ’08, the average single family home assessment which is based upon how the property stood on January 
1, 2007 was $355,000, approximately a 2% decrease over FY ‘07. The Tax Rate was certified at $10.77 per 
thousand an increase of .39 cents over FY '07. 


Valuations in communities are based on “full and fair market value,” this results in an Ad valorem tax. The 
property tax is an ad valorem tax, which is levied apportioned among taxpayers according to the value of each 
taxpayer's property. The property tax it the primary means by which local government pays for the services it 
provides, such as police, fire, and schools, just to name a few. 


On the state level the assessors have some concerns with the limited increases in local aid which could 
eventually result in shifting more burden of the town’s budget onto the property tax. Given the current economic 
picture and the slowdown of the housing sector, we can anticipate a moderate increase in new growth at best. 


The BOA voted unanimously to accept the provisions of Chapter 73 Section 4 of the Acts of 1986 as amended by 
Chapter 126 of the Acts of 1988, authorizing an increase of 50% for Property Tax Exemptions. | 


In Fiscal Year ’08 the Town of East Bridgewater has provided electronic public access to its property record 
cards. In an effort to ensure security to the citizens of East Bridgewater every user will be tracked and a 
password must be assigned in order to gain access to the program. | 


The Board would like to acknowledge the Director of Assessing Cheryl Pooler for her professionalism along with - 
the office staff consisting of Sherrie Bates, and Marilyn Klim.

REPORT OF THE BOARD OF HEALTH 
Organization of the Board was as follows:

The Board meets every first and third Monday of the month - 6:00 p.m. Board of Health Conference 
Room, Town Hall, second floor. 


Office Hours: Monday 8:30 a.m. - 8:00 p.m., Tuesday through Thursday 8:30 a.m. - 4:30 p.m., Friday 
8:30 a.m. — noon. 


From January 2007 to December 2007 the Board issued 104 Disposal Works Construction Permits of 
which 17 were for new construction and 87 for repairs. 


The Title V Betterment Program continues to be very successful. In 2007 the Board lent out its ninth 
round of $400,000 to residents for septic repairs. Anyone interested in applying to the Loan Program can pick up 
a copy of the Homeowners Package at the Board of Health during regular business hours. The loan is available 
to any resident with a failing system that is not selling the residence. 


In 2007 the Board issued licenses to 49 Food Service Establishments. Each establishment is inspected 
bi-annually by Robert Philbrick to ensure compliance with state and local regulations. 


The Rabies Clinic held in April was once again very successful. The clinic is offered through the Board of 
Health in conjunction with the State Rabies Awareness Day in early April. The vaccine is available and 
recommended for both dogs and cats. Thank you to the Secret Garden for hosting the event. 


In July 2007 the Board of Health adopted Groundwater Protection Regulations and Floor Drain 
Regulations which can be viewed on the town website. 
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The annual flu clinic was once again conducted utilizing the towns Health Emergency Management Plan. 
The clinic was held at the High School, which is the primary dispensing site in the event of a health emergency. 
The Board of Health gave over 300 flu shots in 2007. The Board would like to extend their sincere thanks to 
Doreen Zeller, R.N. for her hard work and dedication to our community. 


Our Health Agent, Robert Philbrick continues to ensure compliance of all State and Local Codes for Title 
V Regulations as well as the Minimum Standards of Fitness for Human Habitation (State Sanitary Code). 

Our Board of Health Nurse, Doreen Zeller is available on Tuesday, Wednesday and Thursday on a part- 
time basis at the Board of Health Office for Blood Sugar Screenings, Blood Pressure Checks, TB Testing, Flu 
Shots, MMR, DPT and the Hepatitis B Series. Residents can call to schedule an appointment. 

We would like to thank all Town Departments and Boards for their continued support and cooperation 
throughout the year.

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REPORT OF THE PUBLIC LIBRARY 
To the Honorable Board of Selectmen and the Citizens of East Bridgewater: 


The year 2007 was busy and productive for the East Bridgewater Public Library. Circulation statistics continued 
to climb, increasing 14.5% over the previous year. Our wireless service has been a huge success; more and 
more patrons are bringing their laptops to the library for study and leisure. The library added another public 
workstation, which is constantly in use by patrons accessing the Internet, browsing for articles via our online 
databases, or word processing. As usual, the museum pass reservation program remains popular with our 
patrons, especially during school vacations. 


The Library's Reading Club thrived last year, having gained several new members and meeting recurrently at the 
library the last Tuesday of every month. In March, the Sachem Quilters exhibited dozens of colorful and skillfully 
made quilts in the public library. 


The library’s community room is used by many groups throughout the year for meetings and presentations. Those 
regulars using the room are: the East Bridgewater Historical Society, Poetribe, Civil War Roundtable, TOPS, and 
the Plymouth County Genealogists. 


_ For the first time since the school system has incorporated libraries (early 1940’s), the East Bridgewater Public 
Library will not be a provider of those services. The library was the only one in the Commonwealth that had 
control of the school libraries. It was becoming nearly impossible to keep qualified school librarians more than a 
year as the library could not provide the same benefit package that the school contract provided for. It was 
therefore necessary to relinquish control and turn it over to the school system. 


The public library welcomed Manuel Leite as the new Director of the library in November, replacing Jane Finlay 
who took a position at the Morse Institute Library in Natick. Mr. Leite comes to us from the Essex Public Library in 
Tiverton, Rhode Island. 


The library was well served again by several of the town’s senior tax abatement workers including Beverly 
Fanning assisting with book processing and George Larkin with carpentry. Two teen volunteers, Jenny Berrigan 
and Christie Almeida, helped out weekly with behind-the-scenes tasks. We are grateful for their dedication and 
generosity. 


The Friends of the Library sponsored local author Stephanie Gayle in August and Sisters in Crime: a panel of 
local mystery authors in October. The Friends of the Library held spring and fall book sales, both very successful 
fundraisers. Many patrons kindly donated books to the library, which were added to the collection or sold at 
Friends book sales. The Friends also purchased the New York Times Book Review and Book Page. 


Mrs. Florence Sexton made a donation to the library in memory of her late husband Edward Sexton, a regular 
patron. The donation stipulated that it be used for the purchase of large print books. We were able to purchase 
over 100 large print books. The library is grateful for this extremely generous gift. Also, in 2007 the library was 
awarded $19,990.52 in State Aid to Public Libraries funds by the Massachusetts Board of Library Commissioners. 


This year marked the passing of local resident, Barbara Tirrell, who will be sorely missed. Barbara was very active 
in the community, serving as President of the Friends of the Library and the Women’s Club of East Bridgewater. 
In her memory the Friends of the Library established the Barbara Tirrell Memorial Fund. 


The East Bridgewater Public Library’s museum pass program continues to be popular with our patrons. Patrons 
are able to reserve these passes with a valid East Bridgewater library card either online or at the library.

REPORT OF THE EAST BRIDGEWATER PATRIOTIC ACTIVITIES COMMITTEE 
To the Honorable Board of Selectmen and the Citizens of the Town of East Bridgewater: 


The purpose of the Patriotic Activities Committee (EBPAC) is to plan and provide for appropriate Town 
representation and participation for all activities, functions and observations of a patriotic nature. This includes 
planning and preparation for and execution of Town Parades, exercises, ceremonies and participation for events 
such as: Armed Forces Day, Decoration Day, Memorial Day, Flag Day, Incorporation Day, Independence Day, 
Veterans Day and others. In addition, the Committee’s responsibilities include maintenance and provision for all 
the town’s Patriotic displays, including monuments, memorials, squares, flagpoles and flags. 


The EBPAC continues to work with other Town committees and local civic groups and service organizations to 
ensure that the Town of East Bridgewater appropriately fulfills its legal and moral obligations to the People of our 
community, state and nation through recognition of those who have given of themselves so that our Country could 
remain Free and achieve greatness for the benefit of all of its Citizens. 
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The following are highlights, enumerating some of the accomplishments of our Committee over the past year, 
2007: On May 12" American Flags were placed along the street for the Support Our Troops road race. On 
Saturday morning, May 27", members of the Committee, together with a group of Legionnaires from Post 91 and 
a team of Cub, Boy and Girl Scouts, plus Venturers, and their adult Leaders, marked the graves of all the 
Veterans in all town cemeteries with new American Flags, fulfilling the historical obligation of Decoration Day, the 
original precursor to Memorial Day. 


On the morning of April 21“, the members of the Committee took part in the reenactment in commemoration of 
Civil War Sergeant Harlow day, placing street flags on Plymouth Street and bunting on the buildings at Sachem 
Rock Farm. 


At 11:00 a.m. on Monday, May 28" the Committee, in conjunction with the Commercial Club and American 
Legion Post 91 hosted the 139" Memorial Day commemoration; the 24™ held on our Town Common. We sadly 
noted the passing of thirty-one military veterans from among our town residents: twenty from World War II, seven 
from the Korean War and four from the Vietnam war, over the past year. Moving and respectful Exercises on the 
Common included music provided by the East Bridgewater High School Viking Band, the recitation of Lincoln’s 
Gettysburg Address by Derek Hieronymus, and the haunting notes of “Taps” by buglers Christopher Lupi and 
David Johnson, students at East Bridgewater High School. An American Legion honor guard rendered rifle 
salutes at each of the Veterans’ memorial Monuments down flag-lined Central Street, and the people then 
adjourned to the Commercial Club where, after a brief ceremony hosted by president William Hubert, Jr. at the 
Peter Moskos memorial pavilion, a fine family style chicken barbecue was heartily enjoyed by all of those in 
attendance. 


On the evening of June 10” on the Town Common, the Committee helped coordinate a Flag Day observation 
ceremony conducted by American Legion Post 91 with Cub Scouts from Packs 28 and 29, Boy Scouts from 
Troops 29 and 32, and Venturers from Crew 29, assisted by volunteers from the Fire Department and local 
musician Ted Haines. Included in the commemoration of Old Glory was the bugle call “To The Colors” and the 
appropriately solemn Ceremonial Disposal by fire of many old, faded, tattered and worn American Flags that had 
been removed from the town cemeteries and/or contributed by town departments and patriotic local Citzens, a 
number of whom were in attendance to witness the event. 


On November 11" the Committee, together with American Legion Post 91, organized the 89" annual 
commemoration of Veterans Day. The traditional Tri Town Veterans Day Parade and Exercises were hosted this 
year in the town of West Bridgewater. The theme was “We Salute Those Who Serve”. On acold but sunny day, 
our contingent of marching units, as well as our Veterans, Selectmen, Police officers and Firefighters once again 
represented us proudly, The parade route began at our staging area on Brewster Road, turned south onto North 
Elm Street, then continued east on West Center Street and north up North Main Street to Town Hall. Karen 
Grabau served as parade Judge for our town; and the Best Marching Unit trophy was won by the U.S.Army 
National Guard 772™ Military Police company, the Best Theme Float trophy was given to Magic Touch nursery 
school, and the Judges’ Choice award went to the West Bridgewater Highway Dept. float driven by Bill Kovatis. 
The exercises took place at the Town Hall gazebo, where the speakers were relatively brief and their words both 
heartfelt and evocative, and the services were appropriate. A welcome Collation of tasty victuals and 
refreshments was served by Volunteers in the Parish Center of St. Ann’s Church on their grounds adjacent to 
Town Hall, immediately following the ceremonies. 


Again this year the Committee managed, on its small budget and with a good amount of Volunteer help and a few 
donations, to maintain the Town’s Flags (at Rowena Hobart park, at the Town Hall, on the Common and at the old 
Town Cemetery), and Memorials, (the four dedicated Squares), refurbish our wreaths and make needed repairs 
to some of the Veterans monuments, including the professional cleaning of the three war Veterans Monument on 
the Common; the replacement of all the Flags as they became faded, damaged or destroyed by the effects of our 
somewhat warmer but more blustery and always unpredictable New England weather. 


Our sincere thanks go to Superintendent of Schools Margaret Strojny; High School Principal Paul Vieira, the 
Custodial Maintenance department, the High School Concert Band and Music Department head John Fantucchio, 
and the EBHS Vikings Marching Band led by director William Solari. Also, thanks go to our Town Veterans 
Services assistant Martha Redgate; members of the Tree Department, the Park Department, the DPW, the Police 
Department and the Fire Department; the Selectmen, Karen Grabau, the Town Administrator and all the other 
town officials, Departments and other Committees who worked with us throughout the year. 
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Thanks also to C.N.Smith Farm, Southeastern Regional Vocational High School and our member of the school 
committee, Eric Greene; John Brooks, the Service Organizations of East Bridgewater, and the Citizens of our 
Town, without whom we could not have achieved the successes of the past year. We look forward to working 
with and for all of you again throughout 2008, when the town of Bridgewater will host the Tri-Town Veterans Day 
Parade, Exercises and Collation on Tuesday, November 14% 


We cannot let this opportunity pass without once again soliciting for a few good Citizens to join with us in the 


_ important work of providing for Patriotic observances and the maintenance of our patriotic monuments and 


memorials and our Veterans’ graves in East Bridgewater during our 185" year. We note that there are still a few 
vacancies on the Committee, and we would be happy to hear from any other resident Citizens who may be 
interested in working with us. Your letter of interest, delivered to the Selectmen’s Office, will be acted upon 
promptly and forwarded to us. Our Town needs your help, and our cause deserves our best efforts. Thank you.

REPORT OF THE COUNCIL ON AGING 
To the Honorable Board of Selectmen and the Citizens of East Bridgewater 


The older population in East Bridgewater continues to grow rapidly, as more and more Baby Boomers reach their 
60" birthday. From July 1, 2003 to June 30, 2007, there was an increase of more than 18%, and by June 30, 
2008, it will have increased by another 9 %. Services at the Council on Aging have continued to expand, as well. 


Informing the community about the mission and activities of the COA was a major focus in 2007. The staff 
created a video presentation that ran on East Bridgewater Community Television, and the COA Director made 
presentations to a number of committees and service organizations. One important function of the COA is to 
provide information and services that allow older people to plan for their futures while remaining healthy and 
independent. This is accomplished through direct services like arranging Meals-on-Wheels delivery and Dial-a- 
Bat transportation and by making referrals to other agencies that provide additional services. 


Our client services coordinator, Nancy Hill, a certified S.H.I.N.E. (Serving Health Insurance Needs of Elders)) 
counselor, was very busy during 2007 assisting older people with health insurance questions and problems. 
Choosing a health insurance plan to supplement Medicare is one of the most important decisions that an older 
person has to make. We encourage people to learn as much as possible about the system well before they turn 


_ 65, particularly if they are not eligible for insurance through a past or present employer. 


Another important COA function is to arrange transportation for permanently disabled residents and older people, 
who no longer drive or are temporarily disabled. In 2007, the COA replaced its old used bus with a new raised 


_ roof van obtained through a federal mobility assistance grant. Although it is smaller than the old bus, it is 


significantly more comfortable and reliable. Dial-a-Bat provides transportation for individual appointments, and 


_ the COA van is used primarily for group shopping trips. Driver Gerry Lapierre broke his ankle in November, but 


John Kaiser and John Sullivan have been able fo fill in for him, so there has been no loss of service. 


Because the COA recognizes that one of the most important factors in staying healthy and independent is 
establishing and maintaining social connections, activities are offered throughout the year. Christine White plans 
and coordinates these events, as well as presentations on issues important to the lives of older people, such as 
healthcare and insurance; housing options, retirement, financial and estate planning; tax abatements and 
caretaker support. Chris is also the editor of our monthly newsletter, which is our primary means of informing 
residents about our services and activities. The newsletter is mailed or delivered to every household with a 
resident over 60. 
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The Senior Property Tax Workoff Program has been a big success, both with the participants and the town 
departments that benefit from their skills and experience. In 2007, the town voted to increase the number of 
hours of service required to 100 and increased the total property tax abatement to $750 a year. Approximately 42 
residents participate each year. 


Although the COA’s primary focus is on people over 60, services are not limited to that population. The staff 
prepares fuel assistance applications for people of all ages, and also assists with other financial issues. The COA 
works closely with charitable organizations to attempt to help East Bridgewater residents. 


The COA recognizes the enormous responsibilities that fall to caretakers, regardless of their age. The staff 
provides caretakers with information and referrals regarding specific questions they may be facing including adult 
day health; healthcare and homemaking options; respite care; and housing; as well as financial and legal options. 
A caregiver support group meets monthly. 


The TRIAD-S.A.L.T. Council sponsored its second annual breakfast focusing on mail and internet fraud and 
identity theft. The S.A.L.T. Council held its third annual Safety and Wellness Fair with approximately 125 people 
in attendance. Thanks to the Plymouth County Sheriffs Department and District Attorney's Office, the Standish 
Sportsman's Club for the use of its building; and to Mr. Gene Ortenzi, for providing the lunch, as well as the local 
businesses that provided raffle gifts for our TRIAD events. As always, the East Bridgewater Commercial Club - 
came through for East Bridgewater seniors by hosting the TRIAD Breakfast, and the Holiday Dinner, and allowing 
the use of its facility for the Volunteer Reception, the ice cream and watermelon socials, the Halloween party and 
the Seniors Prom, an annual event sponsored by the East Bridgewater Key Club. 


The East Bridgewater Lions Club and the Standish Sportsman’s Club again prepared marvelous summer 
barbeques for East Bridgewater's older residents. This year, the Whitman Knights of Columbus included East 
Bridgewater in its annual Thanksgiving Dinner. Any senior who was alone on Thanksgiving Day was welcomed 
by the Halifax Country Club for a delicious turkey dinner and fellowship. 


As the population increases, so does the number of phone calls and office visits. Concerns that have been 
expressed in the past about inadequate space, lack of privacy and handicapped accessibility, lack of parking and 
dangerous access and egress to the building, only become more of a concern. The COA appreciates the efforts 
of the Senior Center Building Committee and other concerned residents to build a new facility. 


In addition to the organizations and agencies mentioned above, the COA is grateful to the East Bridgewater 
Police and Fire Departments; the Department of Public Works; Town Administrator George Samia and the Board 
of Selectmen and its staff; the Assessing and Veterans Departments; the Town Clerk; the Board of Health; the 
East Bridgewater Housing Authority;; East Bridgewater Community Television and the East Bridgewater Public 
Schools for all the help they provide during the year. We also thank the Massachusetts Executive Office of Elder 
Affairs; Old Colony Elderly Services; East Bridgewater Friends of Seniors; Viking Recreation Center; East 
Bridgewater Public Health Nursing Association; Home Instead of Whitman; First Parish Unitarian Church; East 
Bridgewater Food Pantry; St. John's Food Pantry; St. Vincent de Paul Society; the Kiwanis Club; the Salvation 
Army; Junior Girl Scout Troop #703, and Mr. Bedford Wheaton, who volunteers every year to prepare taxes for 
those on limited incomes. Anonymous donors and the townwide "Coins for the Community" effort provide us with 
funds to help residents during emergencies. 


The Council on Aging encourages seniors and other interested citizens to visit the Council on Aging office. 
Business hours are 8 a.m. to 6 p.m. on Monday; 8 a.m. to 4 p.m. Tuesday through Thursday; and 8 a.m. to noon 
on Friday. The best hours to call or visit the office are between 8 a.m. and 1 p.m., because there are occasions 
when no one is in the office in the afternoon.

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REPORT OF SELF HELP, INC. 


During the program year ending September 30, 2007 Self Help, Inc., received a total funding of approximately 
$19M and provided direct services to 27,938 limited income households i in the area. 


In the TOWN OF EAST BRIDGEWATER Self Help, Inc. provided services rh $370,028 to 498 households 
during program year 2007. 


Self Help's total funding of $19,059,457 does not tell the real value of services delivered to the area as a whole. 

This funding enabled us to mobilize an additional $1,535,342 of other community resources such as, volunteers, 
donations of space, and private donations in the form of goods and services. Therefore, the total impact of Self 

Help, Inc., during the past program year was $20,595, 799. 


In addition, Self Help currently employs 250 individuals. Many of these individuals are of limited income, and 
most reside in our service area. 


We feel that October 1, 2006 through September 30, 2007 was a successful program year for us because we 
were able to assist as many individuals and/or families as we did, regardless of the challenges of being a human 
service provider. 


We thank the Town of East Bridgewater and its representative to our board Ms. Theresa McNulty, and all the 
volunteers for helping us make fiscal year 2007 a successful one.

REPORT OF THE DIRECTOR OF PUBLIC WORKS 


To the Honorable Board of Selectmen 


As the Director of Public Works for the town of East Bridgewater | am privileged to present our department's 
annual report for 2008. The past year has seen dramatic change in our nation’s economy with unprecedented 
increases in cost of raw materials and the price of crude oil rising over one hundred dollars per barrel. These 
impacts have been felt by all of us but have particularly impacted the construction industry. This said these 
challenges have presented opportunities for the DPW and shown the value again of restructuring our organization 
to better serve our residents. 

Highway & Land Management Division 

The Highway & Land Management division of the East Bridgewater DPW had another productive year. We 
continue our road maintenance program using over 300 tons of hot mix asphalt to fill potholes , infrared utility 
patching at over 60 locations on Plymouth St., Washington St. and West St. and over 11,000 feet of Washington 
St. was micro-surfaced to preserve the town’s road system. Major roadway improvements were also undertaken, 
resurfacing 2000 feet of Thayer Ave and 3500 feet of Crescent St. was reconstructed in concert with the 
installation of a new water main. 

Our staff alleviated multiple drainage problems in the areas of Union St., West St., South St. and Crescent St. 
We continued our annual street sweeping of more than 80 miles of roads and cleaning more than 1700°catch 
basins. We repaired, replaced or installed approximately 180 feet of guardrail, repaired more than 20 failing 
drainage structures and we painted 16 crosswalks and over 100 stop lines. 

Severe late summer drought compounded by several years of severe insect defoliation led to the need to remove 
35 hazardous town shade trees. For the first year in many the town has been able to begin some limited street 
tree replanting efforts in areas hardest it. We continued to maintain the 40+ acres of town athletic fields, 168 
events were held at Strong’s field alone this year. This year, we reinitiated a maintenance program for our athletic 
fields aerating, fertilizing and in some areas top dressing to build the overall quality of the turf. 

The long awaited Elm St. sidewalk project got underway, building over 5200 feet of granite curbed 5 foot wide 
asphalt sidewalk. We also began to develop a pavement maintenance program to comprehensively address the 
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present and future needs of the town’s road which will be linked to the development of our Geographic 
Information System mapping. 

One of the department’s most important roles within the community occurs during the winter months. Although 
2007 will more than likely be remembered as a mild winter, the department was called upon 33 times to treat the 
roads for icy conditions and we fully mobilized 4 times for snow removal operations. 

Water Division 

2007 has seen the actual beginning of the water infrastructure improvements as a result of several years of work, 
by many people. At the Annual Town Meeting in 2007 the voters at town meeting took a historic vote to fund the 
construction of two water filtration plants and undertake the replacement of over 30,000 feet of water main ata 
cost of over 14 million dollars. This project is the biggest and most expensive infrastructure improvement project 
ever to be undertaken by the town to date. In the fall, transmission line installation for the treatment plant at the 
Crescent St. well site began with 5200ft of water main installed from the Washington St well to the Crescent St 
well site, and work was started to install 4500ft cross country to connect the Pond and Hudson St wells to the 
Crescent St site. Excavation for the actual buildings began in November. Preparations are being made to put out 
to bid the third contract of the project for water main replacements. This contract is expected to be put out to bid in 
the early months of 2008, to be able to start the work in the spring of 2008. 

The department is continuing with its ongoing programs, including cross connection survey and testing, meter 
replacement and upgrade, corrosion control of the water, and the multitude of testing that is performed monthly, 
quarterly, or bi-annually on the system. The meter reading and billing cycles are now completely realigned so 
everybody is read every six months on the month by breaking the town into six districts. 

Department personnel have repaired 7 major water main breaks, 22 water service breaks, which were renewed, 
replaced 7 hydrants struck by vehicles, as well as maintenance of hydrants leaking due to parts issues. 

The department has also overseen the installation 50 new service tie-ins bringing the total to 4261 service 
connections, and the installation of approximately 10,000ft of water main. We are looking forward to a very busy 
2008 with all the construction that will be ongoing simultaneously in multiple areas of the town. . 
Solid Waste & Recycling Division 

With now more than 150 communities in Massachusetts, our Pay as You Throw program continues to prove the 
merit and benefits both financially and environmentally. In 2007 our residents disposed of 3,665 tons of solid 
waste at the curb side. Of that “waste” nearly one third, 1156 tons of paper, plastics, tin, aluminum and cardboard 
was recycled. This translated to a reduction in annual solid waste tonnage over the last year of more than 24% 
and a dollar savings of $88,526.00.

REPORT OF THE FOREST WARDEN

During calendar year 2007 this department responded to 22 outside fire calls. These fires burned approximately 
six acres of grass, trees and/or brush. 


During the State allowed Open Burning season, which runs on a yearly basis from January 15" through May 1" 
this department issued 896 permits which resulted in over 1,600 renewals.

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REPORT OF THE FIRE DEPARTMENT 
To the Honorable Board of Selectmen and Citizens of East Bridgewater. 


During calendar year 2007 the Fire Department responded to 1,935 emergency incidents as follows:

1042 patients were transported in the Fire Department ambulances in 2007. This represents an increase of 13% 
in patient transports, a continuing trend. 


Fire prevention activities including inspectional services continue. 381 inspections were recorded within the 
department with $12,846.00 in fees deposited to the Town. Ambulance revenues continue to be used to help 
offset the costs of providing the service. By way of example, over the last twelve years over 3.5 million dollars 
has been allocated from those fees towards the fire department budget, equipment, personnel and other related 
expenses. These are dollars that not only help to provide a professional, well equipped, well trained fire 
department but for every dollar allocated for those purposes, from that source, is a dollar that can be utilized in 
other areas of the town’s budget needs. | commit to continue recommending the responsible usage of those 
funds. 


Public education within the community continues to be a priority with special focus on children and the elderly. 
Due to the close working relationship between the Schools, Council on Aging and fire department and the award 
of a S.A.F.E. grant to the town in the amount of $3,100.00, members of the fire department were able to provide 
education in the schools in grades Pre K through 8. Also numerous events with the elderly provided us the 
opportunity to provide helpful information regarding fire, life safety and information to assist them in the event of 
an emergency. | would like to thank and commend the Council on Aging Director Jane Haines, East Bridgewater 
School Administrators and last but not least the firefighters in our fire department for their continued commitment 
to these programs which | believe serve the residents well. 


The fire department welcomed four new firefighters to the department in 2007. Firefighter/Paramedics Jeffrey 
Kelley, Matthew Smith, Andrew Wilds and Patrick Harrington were appointed in 2007 and are eagerly serving the 
Town. | would also like to thank the Board of Selectmen, Finance Committee, Town Administrator and Town 
Meeting for recognizing the ongoing increases in the demand for emergency services from the fire department 
and the corresponding need for staffing to meet them. 


In May of 2007 Equity Industrial Partners donated a brand new state of the art Advanced Life Support ambulance 
to the Town valued at $125,000.00. This donation not only helped to offset the anticipated increase in fire 
department run volume from their project but also allowed me to commit the amount of $455,000.00 from the 
Ambulance Fees Reserved for Appropriation Account towards the fire department budget thereby decreasing the 
funding necessary from other town funds. 


As has been reported for some time, the fire station continues to need substantial repairs and renovations. | 
believe the appearance of the station from the outside may be giving people the false impression that the 
condition of the building in general is acceptable. This is not the case. All of the major systems in the building 
need either repair or replacement. This includes the plumbing, drainage, HVAC, compressed air and electrical. 
Further, the usable space for the necessary operations of the department is seriously inadequate. There are in 
essence 30 people living at the fire station while providing the community with its fire department public safety 
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needs. The requirements on us, relative to the square footage of the fire department to provide for those needs 
was outgrown a long time ago. We must remember that the fire station was built 41 years ago and has had only 
minimal repairs since. Some people may also be surprised to learn that the fire station when built in 1967 was 
never finished. Nearly 50% of the second floor remains unfinished to this day. 


After years of discussion with various departments in town, including the Board of Selectmen, Finance Committee 
and Capital Needs Committee, | intend to submit a plan in the near future that | believe to be fiscally responsible, 
sustainable and reliable relative to funding that will repair and renovate the fire station and if approved by the 
voters will meet the needs of the community for many years. 


Apparatus of the department continues to be in good shape with the exception of Engine 3 and Service 1. In 
1996 while addressing Town Meeting | committed that | as Fire Chief would act in a manner such that the Town 
would not again have to replace 4-5 pieces of fire apparatus at once due to poor planning. Accordingly a 
replacement cycle was adopted where larger pieces of fire apparatus would be replaced every 10 years. This 
plan would generally provide a service life of twenty years to the town for Engines and twenty five + years for the 
Tower/Ladder. | plan to submit an article to Town Meeting to replace Engine 3. This twenty plus year old fire 
engine has been a source of disappointment to the Town in its design, reliability and general condition for some 
time. Parts are difficult to find and major breakdowns have occurred and | anticipate will continue. Service 1 is 
also in poor condition with rust and major mechanical problems. The safety and reliability of this vehicle is of 
serious concern and will be submitted to Town Meeting for replacement. 


On behalf of the members of the fire department, | would like to thank the community for its continued support. 
We are pleased to be able to provide a professional, reliable and willing public safety organization to our 
community and neighbors. We do not take lightly our responsibility or our mission. We strive everyday to make a 
difference in the lives of those we serve. We continue to value the trust that this community puts in us and will 
continue to strive to be good stewards of that trust.

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SOUTHEASTERN REGIONAL SERVICES GROUP 
2007 Annual Report 


The Southeastern Regional Services Group (SERSG) was initiated in 1993 with a mission “to serve as a catalyst 
and implementer for member communities that desire to act jointly to solve governmental problems or to deliver 
services to their citizens more effectively or efficiently.” | 


The eighteen member communities of SERSG benefit from shared administrative services provided by a regional 
administrator. Lara Thomas has served as regional administrator of SERSG since 2004. SERSG’s work is 
supported by dues from the member communities, and dues have remained at the same level since 2003. 


Annual procurements designed to save municipalities time and money are a major part of SERSG’s services. 
Cooperative procurements for Paper, Office Supplies and DPW Supplies and Water and Sewer Treatment 
Chemicals were held in the spring of 2007 and for DPW Services in the fall of 2007. 


East Bridgewater was able to realize savings of more than $20,000 off list prices for office supplies for Fiscal Year 
2007 through the SERSG Office Supplies Contract. 


Additionally, the town pays just $44.60 per ton for hot mix and $50.70 for in-place bituminous concrete (paving 
services) while the State contract price is $50-52 per ton for just the asphalt. Based on estimated quantities for 
hot mix alone, East Bridgewater is saving more than $13,500 per year through the SERSG DPW Contracts. 


This year Ms. Thomas was invited to present before a meeting of the Commonwealth’s Municipal Cabinet in 
Hyannis in October. Lieutenant Governor Tim Murray, Division of Local Services Director Bob Nunes and other 
cabinet members from key agencies serving the needs of municipal government were interested in SERSG’s 
work, particularly as they initiate conversations about possible regionalization efforts. 


Construction on the Aquaria Pipeline Project began in 2007, and Ms. Thomas’ role on the project became one of 
overseeing the work of the Community Relations Consultant and the Construction Supervisor hired by the 

Pipeline Committee. Significant work was completed in Taunton, West Bridgewater and Easton, and construction 
should be complete in spring of 2008. 


Finally, monthly meetings of the Board of Directors and the Highway Superintendents continued to provide 
valuable opportunities for representatives from member communities to share concerns and receive ideas and 
feedback about a wide variety of issues affecting municipalities.

To the East Bridgewater School Committee and Citizens of the Town of East Bridgewater: 
| am delighted to share the following highlights of the past year with you. 


The system experiences some administrative turn over with long time East Bridgewater High School 
Assistant Principal Winston Fairfield retiring. We were very fortunate to have Darren Burkett an East Bridgewater 
High School graduate and member of the high school English Department appointed to fill the assistant principal 
vacancy. At the Gordon Mitchell Middle School veteran assistant principal William Metters retired. Andrew Gentile 
a rising administrative star left the Brockton Public Schools to join our administrative team as the middle school 
assistant principal for grades seven and eight. Kate Byrne an elementary teacher at Central School is the interim 
assistant principal at Central School this year. She replaced Danielle Klingaman who moved into an elementary 
principalship in Norton. 


The East Bridgewater Public Schools’ greatest asset is the outstanding faculty who teach our students. | 
am proud to introduce the following educators: 
Central School: Deborah Adduci, Library Teaching Assistant, Timothy Doherty, Guidance Counselor, Ellyn 
Gaspardi, Art Teacher, Melanie Hayden, Librarian, Annette Stead, School Psychologist and Mary Walsh, 
Elementary Teacher. Gordon W. Mitchell Middle School: Jaclyn Crowley, Elementary Teacher, Sheri Cullen, 
Elementary Teacher, Denise Geggatt, Special Education Teacher, Linda Pantano, Special Education Teacher, 
Eileen Sears, Library Teaching Assistant, Gregory Shea, English Teacher, Deborah Walgreen, Librarian, and 
Kristen Whalen, Elementary Teacher. East Bridgewater High School: Taryn Boyer, Guidance Counselor, 
Christine Evans, Guidance Department Chair, Marie Grable, School Psychologist, Deanna Jaroche, Chemistry 
Teacher, Constance Ryan-Love, Library Teaching Assistant, Susan MacDonald, Guidance Counselor, Donna

Through a joint vote of the East Bridgewater School Committee and the Board of Selectman, the district 
filed a letter of interest with the Massachusetts School Building Authority to partner with them to address the 
facility concerns at the high school. The school committee received notification in the late fall that the high school 
project was not selected in this round of funding but rather it was put “on hold”. The MSBA cited the lack of a town 
wide capital plan as the reason for the projects failure to advance. The Authority will meet with the town to review 
and discuss the status of the project. 

The School Department accepted responsibility from the Library Board of Trustees for the administration 
of the branch libraries that are housed in each of the three schools. This transfer marks the end of a partnership 
that has existed for many years between the public library and the school department. The mutual benefits of the 
program were outstripped over the past several years due to financial constraints. 


The district is continuing its work on the Five Year Strategic Plan. In the area of technology the system 
implemented phase one of the infrastructure plan by reconfiguring the network to accommodate the increasing 
dependence on technology. Due to the generosity of the town, a warrant article to purchase the first phase of the 
technology plan was funded at the June Town Meeting and the hardware is operational in classrooms. The major 
accomplishment of the Communications Task Force was the publication of the first East Bridgewater Public 
Schools Annual Report which features up to date information on personnel, budget, professional development, 
educational technology, test results, student accomplishments, school councils and parent leadership. A copy of 
this report can be found on the district web site at www.ebps.net. The administrative team, in conjunction with 
teachers, is continuing the review of placement and scheduling practices, course offerings, transitioning and 
academic expectations between grades, the needs of at-risk learners and the development of a foreign language 
program in the middle school. A copy of the Five Year Strategic Plan can be found on the district web site at

In closing, it has been a privilege to serve the community of East Bridgewater and work with a faculty and 
staff that is clearly focused on and dedicated to improving the educational eal for the students in our 
system.

The night finished off with everyone meeting in the cafeteria for 
an activity fair. The majority of all of our clubs and sports had informational tables set up to answer questions and 
showcase what is offered. Guidance and department heads were available to answer individual questions. This 
was truly a team effort and all who participated in making this night a success were thanked for their efforts. 


| have requested for volunteers to reconvene the Academic Excellence Committee so that preparations for the 
annual Academic Excellence Breakfast for the students can be held in February. This committee would help 
organize the Evening of Accomplishment held in June. The committee would strive to recognize academic 
excellence and school pride among the students of East Bridgewater High School. This worthwhile group had its 
first meeting Tuesday, January 30, 2007. 


We received a letter from State Representative Allen J. McCarthy accepting the invitation as the guest speaker for 
this year’s graduation ceremony. 


North River Collaborative offered another round of Sheltered English Immersion training for the staff. It is 
necessary to continue sending people to these trainings as it is beneficial for the students and the State requires 
it. The first round is Category 1 training and was a two day training session. 


The policy on not allowing students to retake classes was passed at the School Committee meeting held January 
25, 2006 and will be in effect beginning Monday, January 29, 2006. The committee also approved the following 
changes in our Program of Studies: the elimination of Standard English 9, the addition of Honors English 12, 
restructuring the Art department, the addition of Advanced Web Design, Hospitality and Entertainment Marketing, 
Fashion Marketing and Retailing in the Business Department, the addition of Music Appreciation and Music © 
Theory, a new health elective, and few other minor changes. 


Last semester four Tech Prep students participated in the College Success Program which offered a three credit 
class in college preparation skills at Massasoit Community College. There is no cost to Tech Prep students for the 
college placement exam, books, or transferable college credits earned. Jessica Cyr, Erica DePina, Kate Larkin, 
and Heather Palmer successfully passed the course and are eligible to take an additional college course during 
the spring semester. 
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The school library held a free choice reading drive. They highlighted popular YA fiction and brought in multiple 
copies of books from other libraries. In addition to titles recommended by the American Library Association and 
reviewing sources, included were titles that received positive recommendations by EBHS students. All the classes 
in school were invited to visit the library for the sole purpose of letting students pick out books to read for fun. 


| was very pleased with our cheerleading squad. They went to Florida in February 2007 for a competition and 
finished among the top 20 in the nation for high school cheerleading. This was a great accomplishment for the 
girls, their coach, and the school. 

The following email was received from the DOE February 2, 2007: 


East Bridgewater High School is one of three former Compass Schools (1 elementary and 1 high school) selected 
to receive the John Monbouquette Award for School Improvement for 2007. Dr. Monbouquette had a long and 
distinguished career as an educator in Massachusetts before he came to work with us on the development and 
implementation of our school and district performance processes. A former superintendent, long-term principal, 
and Latin teacher, he was a valued colleague who passed away in 2003. At that time, his family established a 
small trust to fund this award each year. In the past, the award has gone fo district administrators and principals 
who were change agents in the improvement processes. This year, we looked back at the pool of our previous 
Compass Schools (60). Selected those that were performing above state average in both ELA and math at the 
end of Cycle IV (2006), and from among those (13)selected the school from each of the grade level spans that 
showed the largest increase in their CPI in mathematics from Cycle II to Cycle IV. With an increase of 12.8 points 
on your CPI in math over the past four years, East Bridgewater was the most improved from among that group. 
The award includes $2,500. Wonderful results obtained due to the dedication of our faculty and staff. 

We had five new student teachers: Audrey Alasso, Emily Kiernan, Katelyn O’Hara, 
Bryan Sharland, and Arley Skoglund. The staff was very welcoming towards them as 
was their presence and assistance. 

Dave Harper and his students reframed some of the plaques in honor of Corporal 
Gordon M. Craig. They are in the main entrance adding a nice touch and are a great 
tribute to an EB hero. Dave Harper and his students worked on framing the award and 
citations the school received last week. They were placed in the main entrance. 


We honored students that made the honor roll both first and second term and those students that had perfect 
attendance for semester one on Friday, March 9th at 8:00AM. 


The National Honor Society hosted a volleyball tournament on March 7, 2008 from 6:00-8:00 PM in the main gym.

Thanks to the faculty and staff for all their help and support 
in making it so. | received countless thanks from students and parents for all the “madness”. The faculty 
appeared to have as much fun as the kids did. Many thanks go to Barbara Gillespie for all of her efforts in putting 
this together. 


| received numerous positive comments from parents on Wednesday, March 14"" during the parent/teacher 
conferences. The common theme is that we have a professional, dedicated staff and parents are very pleased 
with the efforts put forth for their children. 


Mike Dunphy, Marie Principe, and the sophomore class did a great job organizing the student/faculty basketball 
fundraiser. Once again the faculty won led by high scorers, Jen LeMoine and Matt Savage. It was a fun night for 
everyone involved. 


Ron Bersani and his family were instrumental in getting legislation to pass Melanie’s Law. Melanie was Ron's 
granddaughter and she was killed by a drunk driver several years ago. Mr. Bersani came to our school on March

The annual Student Government Day activities were held at the State House on Thursday April 5. 
Representatives were chosen in a school wide election last fall. This year’s representatives were Nathan Illsley 
and Jessica Sproule. They were accompanied to Boston by Shawn Tarpey of the Social studies Department. 


On March 5", thanks in a large part to a grant from the EB Arts Council, the Social Studies department hosted a 
presentation of “Silent Men Speaking” which is a one man show featuring narration, interpretive dance, and music 
based on the experiences of 3 Vietnam Veterans. Approximately 125 students attended the performance. 


The NHS Induction Ceremony was held on April 3, 2007 with thirty six juniors becoming members. The guest 
speaker at this event was Winston L. Fairfield, Jr., Assistant Principal at EBHS. Mr. Robert Condon served as a 
representative of our school committee. . 


In February the library began a collaborative project with Christina Mason in the English department. They 
purchased 47 new fiction books selected after Mrs. Tucker attended a seminar in Providence about new books for 
young adults. Ms. Mason’s honors seminar students each selected one of these books making a promotional 
folder for the review of other students browsing in the library, developed and presented short book talks to 
students in other classes to generate interest in the new books at the library. 


The library continues to host several student volunteers in the library throughout the day. They have four 
volunteers assigned to them through the Reach Out program as well as several others who are already in the 
library wanting to help out. Among the usual tasks they perform are the following: discharging books, retrieving 
books on the daily holds lists, shelving, dusting, delivering book bins to and from the office, and checking student 
passes. 


Lilla Morris came in to the main office to assist with filing two days a week from the Council on Aging; her 
assistance was greatly appreciated. On April 24' 2007 the Assistant Principal Interview Committee met with and 
interviewed four candidates. They were: Michael Othman an Automotive Technology teacher at Brockton High 
School seeking his first administrative position, Michael Roy a social studies teacher in Westport and was looking 
for his first administrative position, James Hathaway the Director of Occupational Education at Silver Lake and 
looking to make a switch in administrative duties, and one internal candidate applied for the position, Darren 
Burkett. 


The Mr. EBHS contest was a great success thanks to the dedication and hard work of Donna Moniz. Matt 
Savage debuted as the new M.C. for the event and did a tremendous job. Vacation week was a very busy one for 
the high school. Doug Ortenzi and his staff worked extremely hard and the building looked wonderful when the 
students returned. Arthur Illsley and Barbara Gillespie chaperoned a trip to Quebec while Maryann Roan brought 
a group of students to Washington, D.C. The students expressed their enjoyment and gratitude for being able to 
take these trips. Rebecca Duggan, Jamil Siddiqui, and Pamela Ross ran in and finished The Boston Marathon. 


On April 3, 2007, 37 members of the junior class were inducted into The National Honor Society. Ms. Mason put 
together a fabulous and classy evening. As Mr. Fairfield and Mr. Condon both said in their speeches, “teachers 
need to be commended for all of their efforts.” Without their daily hard work many of these accomplishments 
would not be possible. 


An assembly sponsored by the District Attorney’s Office was held on May 3, 2007; Jean Holmes came in to 
discuss sexual harassment with our students. Every grade attended this assembly. 


The junior prom was held on April 28, 2007 at 7:00 PM at the Taunton, Holiday Inn. The Grand March was in the

The East Bridgewater Guidance Department hosted another successful trip to the National College Fair at the 
Bayside Expo Center on April 10, 2007. Approximately 90 juniors were in attendance, asking informed questions 
of perspective colleges. Students engaged college representatives on many topics including: strength of majors, 
availability of housing, percentage of students accepted and the percentage that return for a sophomore year. 
Students were open to exploring institutions from around the nation and a few were even inquiring about studying 
abroad. The students were excellent ambassadors for East Bridgewater High School on this worthwhile college 
field trip.

| had asked that any interested parties join the committees and a timeline and action plan made available by the 
end of the school year. 


The Special Education Department hosted its annual seniors and parents Thank You Breakfast on May 29, 2007 
in AV 1. Twelve parents of students who receive services joined the support staff for a buffet that included waffles, 
sausage, scrambled eggs, fruit, coffee, tea, hot chocolate, bagels, scones and coffee cake. Parents and students 
reflected on shared experiences over the four years at EBHS. The highlights included testimonies from some 
seniors who spoke of their growth and maturity that they wish they had as freshmen. Comments were made by 
parents who felt that the support staff served as “the ingredients for the success of their students”. The Thank You 
Breakfast is the department's way of showing its appreciation to parents for their support over the four years, and 
connecting with the graduates as they depart EBHS. 


The high school had an incredibly smooth start to the 2007-2008 school year. Prior to the students return, 
teachers were in the building preparing for the August 29, 2007 start date. It served as a testament to their 
dedication to the students, their profession, and the community. Staff started two days before students and these 
days were filled with informational meetings, goal setting, room preparation, and a motivational speaker. This hard 
work, prior to the start of school, led to what was the smoothest opening day | had seen in my fourteen years in 
education. When | walked through the halls the first two days of school | was pleased to see students instantly 
engaged and learning inside the classroom. 


AP English teachers Mr. Patrick Cronin and Ms. Christina Mason received notification from the College Board that 
their AP English Literature and Composition courses had been approved. “The College Board is pleased to 
announce that your English Literature and Composition course [and the Language and Composition course] is 
authorized to use the "AP®" designation for the 2007-08 academic year. The College Board applauds and 
recognizes your efforts to provide your students with the academic rigor and college-level experience that is the 
promise of AP. | thank you for the time and effort you put into participating in the AP Course Audit.” During this 
first AP Course Audit, all high school AP teachers worldwide were required to submit a syllabus for each AP 
course they teach. The curriculum materials were analyzed by the College Board for approval so that courses 
may Officially be called AP. 


Stonehill College students Laura Padis and Meghan Barrett did their student teaching with members of the high 
school English Department. 


The high school library started the new school year on a positive note by joining SEMLS, a state-funded support 
agency for libraries. Membership enables East Bridgewater High School to borrow from over 70 local libraries, to 
purchase books and other materials at deep discounts (up to 40%) through a regional cooperative, and to take 
advantage of free professional development opportunities. Most importantly, membership gives the East 
Bridgewater High School community free online access to several newspapers (including the New York Times, 
Wall Street Journal, and Boston Globe) and hundreds of magazines and reference books. 


Two of our seniors received Letters of Commendation from the National Merit Scholarship Program. Derek 
Hieronymus and Justus Quimby placed in the top 50,000 of over 1.4 million students that took the 2006 PSAT. 
(top 4% of all students) There were 34,000 other students across the nation that received a similar honor. Only 
the top 16,000 will qualify for National Merit Scholarships. . 


My first parent coffee was held on September 25". two parents attended from 7 PM to 8PM. Although | would 
have liked to have had more parents at the coffee, | found the evening extremely beneficial and informational and 
| enjoyed the time | spent with them. 
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This year, at faculty meetings, each department presents a “best practice.” The hope is that by sharing 
information in this forum we can learn from each other and strengthen teaching inside the classrooms. Foreign 
Language presented at the October meeting. 


This summer four of our students, Jennifer Hurley, Christopher Lupi, Jim Duffy, and Paul Gregory went to 
California as members of the Spartan Drum and Bugle Corps to compete in the Drum Corps International World 
Championships. They took first place and became World Champions. 

Congratulations to Chris Evans, our Director of Guidance; she found out that she 
had been nominated for the National School Counselor of the Year award. Chris was 
the Massachusetts counselor of the year for 2007 and will soon find if she is the 
recipient of this award; we hope she can add this honor to her resume as well. 


We have received a letter from Mrs. Noreen Finn in regards to our participation in the DAR Good Citizen 
Program. The program was created to honor high school seniors who are outstanding in character and exhibit 
qualities of good citizenship. The faculty is to choose three seniors who best exemplify outstanding qualities of: 
dependability, service, leadership, and patriotism in their school, home and community. From these three, the 
senior class is to choose the school’s Good Citizen. The names of students were submitted to Chris Evans and 
then forwarded to the DAR Good Citizen Chairman by October 1, 2007. 


Fire Chief Pratt, Police Chief Cowan, and | were very happy with the way the two drills we conducted went. We 
were able to evacuate the building in exactly 3 minutes for the fire drill. The fire department considers anything 
less than 3 minutes as excellent and we were on target; the code blue went very smooth as well. The only 
suggestion from the EBPD and EBFD was to remove paperwork covering the doors; they feel it is a safety issue 
to have them covered during the school day. They did, however, find it a good idea to cover them during the code 
blue. 


Once again I want to thank Barbara Gillespie and the Student Senate for another successful freshmen dinner. 
We had over half of the freshman class attend the dinner and it was wonderful to see so many teachers in 
attendance supporting our students. 


Autumn Alden spent the summer at Boston University's PROMYS program earning graduate credits and working 
with other high school teachers learning how to incorporate number theory into the high school curriculum. Miss 
Alden works with Mr. Siddiqui as a consultant to Addison Wesley Longman book publishing company preparing 
scripts for video lessons that they produce. Sheila Gibbons & Jamil Siddiqui found the time to teach college level 
mathematics with Mrs. Gibbons teaching two courses at Bridgewater State College and Mr. Siddiqui teaching one 
class at Boston University. 


United States History students in Ms. Duggan’s class prepared a mock Constitutional Convention simulation. 
Each student was assigned a delegate then utilized primary source documents to write a statement to be read to 
the entire convention. Statements included biographical data but more importantly the delegates stand on key 
issues and points of debate in the proposed document. On the day of the convention students were encouraged 
to dress in the fashion of the 18" century. Utilization of primary source documents was one of the key skills that 
prepared the students for success when they are to take the Advanced Placement Exam in May. 


Chris Dickey, our veteran counselor, and Maureen Hill, guidance secretary have been a tremendous help in 
working with new staff, sharing their knowledge of the WinSchool scheduler program, as well as the past policies 
and practices employed in the guidance office in prior years. The counselors have: attended the freshman open 
house, worked on student schedules, met with the entire freshman class in small group sessions, worked on 
developing and presenting curriculum to the seniors, and are in the process of meeting with all of the seniors 
individually to work on college application/career planning. All four counselors have attended workshops 
presented by the College Board to learn about the updates and changes in the PSAT/SAT/AP programs. A 
highlight was the first annual Senior Parent Breakfast that was held on September 21, 2007 in the EBHS Library. 
Parents of seniors were invited to learn more about the college application process, SAT/ ACT testing, financial 
aid, and many other important aspects to helping seniors make a plan for the future. Each parent was given a 
folder with handouts to support the materials presented, and there was ample time for questions and answers at 
the conclusion of the program. The event was very well attended by approximately 65 parents. 
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The members of the senior class worked on their college applications and essays in senior English classes. This 
annual English Department unit coincided this year with the guidance department’s recent visits to all senior 
English classes. Students had the opportunity to read and discuss models of college essays that have worked 
and will turn their essays in to their English teachers so that they may be critiqued. All seniors who do not have 
English at that time were reminded to make an appointment with their semester two teacher or any other English 
teacher in order to work on their essays. 


Journalism teacher Mr. Savage, Creative Writing teachers Ms. Schultz, and Mr. Surette are working with local 
newspapers: The Star and The Express to publish student work that is created in their classes throughout the 
school year. 


In late September the SEMLS delivery of materials from other libraries resumed, enabling the library to better 
support academic projects. Students in Rebecca Duggan’s class, for example, were each assigned a 
Constitutional Convention delegate. They came to the library to gather information about the delegate and his 
view on a specific topic related to the Constitution. 


The Language Department did a “best practices” presentation at one of our faculty meetings on different ways to 
group students for paired activities. | received tremendous feedback from staff on this. In November the Math 
Department presented to the faculty. As mentioned to the staff at the start of the year, we have a lot of expertise 
among us and this is a good venue to share knowledge with the faculty. 


The second annual Spirit week was held from October 15" thru the 19"". The themes for each day were: Monday- 
PJ Day, Tuesday-Support Your Team, Wednesday-Blast from the Past, Thursday-Class Color Day, and Friday- 
School Spirit Day. Teachers took daily tallies and turned them into the main office; the senior class was the 
winners and they were treated to an ice cream social. The week was capped off with our “Super Saturday” which 
included the parade, football game, dinner, and the dance. 


The week of October 23'%-31* was Red Ribbon Week, celebrated primarily by S.A.D.D. (Students Against 
Destructive Decisions) and M.A.D.D. (Mothers Against Drunk Driving.) This is a time to promote healthy decision 
making and educate students and their families about the resources available to them through S.A.D.D. The 
EBHS chapter of S.A.D.D. celebrated the week with various events at the high school aimed at raising awareness 
about the group and the importance of making good decisions. S.A.D.D. members handed out pencils and red 
ribbons tied to lollipops to spread their name throughout the student body. This effort gained the club two new 
members. As the week continued, S.A.D.D. hosted an Informational Pizza Night for students and parents at the 
high school on Tuesday, October 30" at 6:00p.m. Finally, the club held a ‘Caught Wearing Red’ day at the high 
school on Thursday, November 1*, complete with prizes for participants, to show support for the S.A.D.D. cause. 


The Guidance Department worked on a wide variety of tasks throughout the month of October. The counselors 
met with every senior individually to work on College/Career planning, met with parents on Parent Conference 
night, and reviewed progress reports, meeting with students as needed to discuss concerns. They also helped out 
at the college fair held at Silver Lake Regional High School and administered the PSAT test to more than 80 
students. The department had been meeting weekly to work on developing the foundation for the comprehensive, 
developmental guidance curriculum. They made progress in writing the vision and mission statements for the 
department, had created a master calendar for the year, and completed a management agreement contract with 
the principal. Work on the curriculum units has been ongoing; a significant part of the sophomore curriculum on 
Careers for the Future had been created, and presented to all sophomores during the first week in November. 
The counselors were involved in many system support tasks as well. These tasks are: 504 review meetings, 
updating ISSPs, scheduling students in the MCAS remediation tutoring sessions, and updating records. The 
Guidance Director attended the MASCA fall conference, and. was joined by Mr. Vieira, Ms. Cote, as well as the 
middle school and elementary school counselors, to learn more about Implementing the MASCA Model Guidance 
Curriculum. The high school counselors attended a college workshop at Curry College to learn more about 
transition planning for college intended for students with disabilities, and attended the South Shore Guidance 
Association meeting at Meditech Corporation to learn about new careers in the field of Medical Technology. 


There was a good turn-out for the PSAT testing on Saturday, October 20". Forty-two juniors and thirty-nine 


sophomores attended the 3 hour testing session. Many students went immediately to the Homecoming festivities 
and or team events directly after the testing. 
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Marie Principe has been a part of the Southeast Tech Prep Careers in Technology program for the past several 
years. This year the group had their first meeting on October 22™. “The purpose of the Careers in Technology 
Leadership Day #1 was to provide a quality leadership experience for Southeast Tech Prep Careers in 
Technology participants, which empowers participants through training and experience to assume leadership 
roles in Careers in Technology and in the future." The students did team building activities: using a newspaper 
they found a career and made a poster about the difficulties with that chosen career then presented it to the 
group, they also did a role-playing activity where they chose another article from the newspaper and created a 
two minute play about that career and a situation and presented it to the group. There were group discussions 
about choosing a career based on your likes, taking risks, ways to explore what you want to do, etc. A women 
lieutenant spoke to them about her time at Mass Maritime and all of her work that she has done on steam and 
diesel vessels in the engine room, it was very intriguing and motivating to hear about her experiences. 


On November 19" 2007, Jean Sarson, the conceptual physics teacher to our o8 graders, took six high school 
girls to the Annual Women in Science program presented at the New England Aquarium. The program included 
morning sessions with a variety of “women in science” speakers, lunch with a conference speaker and critical 
thinking activities after lunch. 


Thirty seven of our freshmen and sophomores are involved in a long-term data gathering study sponsored by 
Harvard University Outreach Programs. Ms. Lorraine Croft, one of our biology teachers, is in the process of 
having students gather data for a “Bud, Leaves and Global Warming” study. The information gathered will be 
posted along with other MA schools to the Harvard Forest website and used by citizen scientists who are studying 
long-term ecological phenomena. Our students have tagged their trees and started the data collection process. 


This summer two of our science teachers, Jean Sarson and Surlei Light, were involved in curriculum design 
programs through the Bridgewater State College Blue Ribbon Panel. Ms. Sarson was on the physics curriculum 
design team and Ms. Light was on the biology team. Master teachers from southeastern Massachusetts were 
charged with writing enhanced science curriculum. They developed daily lesson plans for each chapter and a unit 
of four common textbooks aligning the lessons with Massachusetts Frameworks in order to increase student 
success during MCAS testing. Because of their involvement, the school system is able to access the entire 
curriculum that has been developed. The biology is complete and the physics will continue next year. 


Mrs. Sheehan’s World History II classes held a reenactment of the assassination of the Archduke Franz 
Ferdinand as the class kicked off its unit on World War |. Students followed a PowerPoint presentation describing 
the events, while volunteers acted them out. This reenactment helped to engage the students in the subject 
matter and gave them a better understanding of not just what occurred in history, but how it occurred. 


October was busy with classes using the library for help with research projects. They had classes working on 
assignments such as: the French Revolution, controversial debate issues, Golden Age of Islam, Medieval studies, 
Constitutional Convention, and the periodic table of elements among others. For these classes, we pulled 
relevant books from other libraries to supplement our holdings, found appropriate web sites, or taught students to 
use electronic databases. 


Students in Mr. Savage’s journalism class have completed the first issue of The Viking Voice, the school’s student 
newspaper. Students write the articles, edit, revise them, create the layout, and type the stories into desktop 
publishing software. Students in Mr. Chilcot’s graphic arts classes then print the paper which is distributed 
throughout the school and there will be several issues throughout the year. 


Some senior AP English students who took their SAT’s again in the fall have reported moderate to very significant 
improvement in their reading and writing scores. Students in Mr. Cronin’s AP class who made significant gains the 
second time they took the tests reported that they were not enrolled in English when they initially took the SAT’s 
last spring. They suggested that being current in the subject when taking SAT’s, whether math or English, 

seemed to aid them in earning higher scores. 


Seniors in Mr. Cronin’s AP English classes prepared their early decision applications and essays in their English 
classrooms. Students worked on their college essays in class, have met with Mr. Cronin after school to 
conference, and continue to edit their essays before handing them in for final corrections. Mr. Cronin had 
completed over 20 recommendations for students, and the entire department accepts and completes 
recommendations for seniors as they continue with the college application process. 
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Stonehill student teacher, Meagan Barrett, had requested to stay at the high school to complete her student 
teaching practicum. She originally had intended to split the experience between high school and the middle 
school levels. Another Stonehill student teacher, Laura Padis, continued to gain valuable experience in the 
English Department working under the supervision of English teachers Michael Dunphy and Susan Brown. 


Between the requests for observation time and student teacher placements from Bridgewater State College and 
Stonehill College, the English Department at East Bridgewater has become a mecca for future teachers. Besides 
the two student teachers mentioned above, two other students, one each from Bridgewater and Stonehill, had 
requested to observe members of the English Department. The English Department Chair and the rest of the 
department recognizes the need for experienced professionals to provide such opportunities for future teachers 
and will continue to attempt to coordinate them when it is possible. 


English teacher David Surette was happy to announce the release of his new book, EASY TO KEEP, HARD TO 
KEEP IN published by Koenisha Publications, December 1, 2007. The book contains fifty-one new poems. He 
said, “EASY TO KEEP, HARD TO KEEP IN is my second book. Koenisha published my first YOUNG 
GENTLEMEN'S SCHOOL in 2004. My poems have been published in literary journals such as Peregrine and 
Salamander and appear in the anthologies French Connections: A Gathering of Franco-American Poets 
(Louisiana Literature Press); Cadence of Hooves: A Celebration of Horses! (Yarrow Mountain Press); and Look! 
Up In The Sky: An Anthology of Comic Book Poetry (Sacred Fools Press). | also attended this year’s Bread Loaf 
Writing Conference. Plus, | co-host Poetribe, a poetry series in East Bridgewater, Massachusetts.” 


Students in Ms. Hulke’s Academic 9 English classes completed an activity on point-of view and characterization in 
conjunction with a unit on To Kill a Mockingbird. In the activity, students were asked to choose a shoe from a pile 
Ms. Hulke had collected from the far corners of the world and had placed in the middle of the room. Students 
were then asked to use this shoe to create a character who wore the shoe and then to describe that character in 
detail. Enjoying the originality of the activity, students were inspired and became very creative in their character 
descriptions. 


In November the guidance department began classroom presentations starting with the sophomore class. The 
topic was Careers for the Future, with the guidance department meeting with all sophomores to discuss the 
importance of college and career planning, and to facilitate the students’ identification of their individual career 
type, based on the Holland Hexagon. Students and counselors will use this information as a starting point to 
explore career paths. The counselors had been busy meeting with seniors, writing recommendations and 
processing applications as the crunch time associated with the first and second wave of early action application 
deadlines approached. The counselors proctored the MCAS retests, and also joined Mr. Vieira to congratulate the 
senior recipients of the John and Abigail Adams awards at an assembly. During the assembly, fifty students were 
presented with scholarship letters that can be used at any Massachusetts state college or university. The 
counselors reviewed report cards, identified students in need of academic support, and sent home letters with 
suggestions for how to help students improve. Mrs. Boyer attended the annual PCC planning meeting, as the 
EBHS representative. 


Professional development is ongoing in the guidance department. Mrs. Evans attended the MA Model 
Implementation Institute, and submitted an article for publication that appeared in the December issue of the 
Counselor's Notebook. Ms MacDonald attended the Colleges of the Fenway Tour to learn about the six colleges 
in the consortium, and Mrs. Boyer attended an information luncheon with the admissions staff from the Albany 
College of Pharmacy. The counselors also attended the monthly South Shore Guidance Association meeting 
which was hosted by the Center for International Studies and the University of Limerick. They learned about study 
abroad opportunities for our students, and resources available to help with financing. 


The Student Senate held the 13” annual “Welcome Freshmen” dinner on September 19, 2007. Approximately 
100 students of the Class of 2011 enjoyed pizza, salad and ice cream sundaes. Members of the Student Senate 
then presented an overview of each club or organization available at the High School. Freshmen who attended 
received a coupon for a reduced price ticket for the Homecoming dance as well as a chance to win Viking apparel 
and a season athletic pass. 


On October 30, 2007, members of the Student Senate attended the annual SEMASC (Southeastern 
Massachusetts Student Councils) convention held at Whitman-Hanson Regional High School. Dr. Dana Mohler- 
Faria, President of Bridgewater State College and Special Education Advisor for Governor Deval Patrick, was the 
keynote speaker. The East Bridgewater Student Senate officers presented a workshop on team building. 
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French I classes of Mrs. Barbara Gillespie and Mrs. Deb Seele enjoyed an authentic French breakfast (le petit 
déjeuner) on November 1, 2007. On the menu were croissants, chocolate croissants (pains au chocolat), French 
bread (baguette) and Orangina. On November 9, 2007, all students studying French celebrated St. Catherine's 
Day. Traditionally celebrated on November 25, it is a day in which the French pay tribute to St. Catherine by 
wearing hand decorated hats (la féte des chapeaux). Each class participated in a competition for the best hat. 


NHS donated gifts to the Brockton VA Hospital. Each member purchased a “personal comfort” item (toiletries, 
magazines, cards, games, phone cards, etc.) and wrapped them up for the holidays. 


The Veterans of Foreign Wars announced the winners of the annual Patriotic Audio Essay Competition. This 
year’s topic was “My Role in Honoring America’s Veterans”. Fourteen students entered this year. Each was 
required to submit a written essay and a recorded reading of the essay which were judged by members of VFW 
Post 2125.

Winners were invited to a banquet in their honor in March. 


On Tuesday, November 6"", the social studies department held a school wide election for the purpose of selecting 
delegates to the annual Student Government Day that will be held at the Statehouse on Friday, April 4, 2008. This 
year’s Student Government Day delegates will be Lauren Bombardier and Derek Hieronymus. 


Various classes used library resources to work on assignments such as sculptors, human rights, themes from 
Death of a Salesman, freshman orientation, Spanish geography, sleep disorders, literary criticism, Hamlet, and 
music appreciation. From October 25 - November 28, 1310 students used the library in classes and 1304 used 
the library independently. In October 418 materials were circulated. 


The Art Club students completed the “Veteran’s Memorial Mural.” This was an effort by many students that took 
over a year to complete. As a culminating activity the students hosted a celebratory dinner November 7” to honor 
all East Bridgewater veterans. There were approximately 45 people in attendance including veterans from WWII, 
Korea, Vietnam, as well as the district commander of the Veterans of Foreign Wars.

STUDENT ACHIEVEMENT 


One of our core values is that “learning is the central purpose of school.” Student achievement is our focus and 
our MCAS scores suggest that we are making progress. The majority of our test scores reflect the highest level 
of proficiency that we've ever obtained. We have spent a great deal of time analyzing our scores to determine 
how to improve our instruction and meet the individual needs of our students. 


Curriculum: Our curriculum documents are nearly complete. Part of this work includes aligning our skills and 
vocabulary so that each grade can build upon the work of the previous grade. We have also done a great deal 
with our writing program so that there is a consistent process. 


Technology Integration: The technology that was purchased in Phase | of the Technology Plan has been 
invaluable to our school. Phase II of the Technology Plan has been delayed. 


Special Education Programs: We started two self-contained classrooms last year and each is doing very well. 


After School Remediation: We have established homework centers and MCAS remediation classes at each of 
the grade levels. Approximately 200 children have benefited from these programs. 


Math and Reading Specialists: Our staffing was reorganized last year so that our Title | services (grades 4-6) 
are being provided in small groups rather than through in-class support. We are assessing the progress of these 
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students regularly. Our expectation is that by the end of 6" grade, if not earlier, all students will be in mainstream 
classes. ° : 

Literacy Committee: The Literacy Committee, consisting of 10 staff members, has met once each month to bring 
forth ideas to improve literacy instruction in the school as well as the community. 

o Our first Reading Challenge was “Gobble Up a Good Book”, where classrooms in grades 4-6 competed to 
read the most minutes during the month of November. The following is on the Literacy Committee’s 
Agenda this year: 

o Teachers are listing novels utilized at each grade level, which will be compiled by the committee, to 
create a master list. This list should avoid duplication of literature and also allow teachers to see a 
progression from grade to grade. 

o ALLiteracy Night is being planned for February 28. The committee will have a motivational video for the 
parents in the auditorium while students are read to by members of the community. A book swap will be 
organized for students to trade gently used books. High interest book lists could be distributed to parents 
to promote and encourage reluctant readers. Plans are still in the works and this will be the committee’s 
main focus over the next two months. 

o ASummer Reading Program is being created where students will be required to read. 


SCHOOL CLIMATE 


In order for learning to be the central purpose of school we do a great deal to promote a climate that is conducive 
to learning. To this end we have adopted respect and responsibility as our other core values. The students truly 
embody these values in their day to day actions. There are a number of things that we have done to foster an 
environment that maximizes the potential of our students. 


Respect Committee: Respect is one of the core values of our school and our Respect Committee has been 
established to bring this value to life. Our Respect Committee has done a number of things to emphasize respect. 
The goals of the committee are to: 


o Promote, encourage, and highlight acts of kindness by students. 
o Develop an appreciation of other cultures (diversity). 
o Communicate with the community about ways we are promoting respect as a school. 


o We kicked the year off with the “Pumpkin Patch of Kindness” where students were able to note acts of 
kindness by others on a paper pumpkin that was displayed in the foyer by the cafeteria. We've also 
created a website under the Community Link on the Middle School’s webpage to communicate with the 
community. 


o The end of November brought the annual Respect Coupon Program and the beginning of our December 
activity: Heartwarming Holiday cards. The holiday cards activity allows students to perform an act of 
kindness by creating a holiday card to be donated to Sachem Skilled Nursing and Rehabilitation Center. 
Our students had planned to go to the Nursing Home to sing but unfortunately the event had to be 
postponed due to bad weather. 


o In January we had a guest speaker talk with the students about the significance of 
Martin Luther King Jr. Day. 


o Weare coordinating with the Literacy Committee to promote reading activities focused on respect and 
we're creating a Middle School “Respect Poetry Book.” 


o Throughout February students will fill out paper hearts based on their observations of classmates. 
Students will be asked to “pay forward” their act of kindness. 


Peer Mediation: We received a grant to train fifteen students in conflict resolution. Their job is to help peers to 


resolve their disputes with limited (ideally no) adult intervention. By the end of this year we expect this program to 
take off. 
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After School Activities: With the assistance of EBPIE we were able to offer a variety of after school activities. 
Basketball, art, murals, chess, and puppet making are examples of the opportunities that were made available. 
Additionally, over 75 students took part in “Mitchell House Rocks’ this fall and another 60 will perform in “South 
Pacific’ this spring. Overall approximately 500 students will participate in our after school programs. 


Monthly School-Wide Activities: With the help of our PTO we have provided a monthly activity for our students 
to attend. In addition to the musical and dances, we have had a movie night, magic show, and game show night. 
Between the after school programs and monthly activities we are hoping that students and families will see our 
school as a second home. 


Community Service: Throughout the year our students have been involved with fundraising for various charities. 
Student Council has been particularly active in volunteering for various causes. They have collected supplies and 
raised money for Alzheimer’s research, PCC, food pantries, soldiers, and EB families. Student Council has also 
helped in organizing our monthly activities and provided a holiday party for senior citizens in December. 


Playground: We completed the building of our playground, “Torie’s Place, Too”, in memory of Victoria Snelgrove. 
The Snelgrove Family donated most of the money necessary to build the playground and many volunteers spent 
a weekend physically installing it. We have a wonderful playground for everyone in the community to use. 
Dr. Strojny, | am confident that our school continues to make progress. The students and staff are wonderful to 
work with and the community has been extremely supportive. | also want to thank you and the entire Central 
Office staff for their help.

REPORT OF THE PRINCIPAL OF THE CENTRAL SCHOOL

Itis with great pleasure that | submit the Annual Report for 2007 as Principal of the Central School. The 
enrollment, as of October 1, 2007, is listed by grade level: 


Preschool 72 Kindergarten 172 
Grade One 176 Grade Two 196 
Grade Three 227 TOTAL: 843 


The Central School mission statement “to work cooperatively with the home to provide a quality education 
for each student, including the development of effective communication, problem solving, and decision making 
skills, while promoting positive self-image and respect for ourselves and others” gives us direction. The East 
Bridgewater educational philosophy guides us in planning for over 800 children in preschool through grade three. 
“We believe...the quality of our schools should be measured by the degree to which they successfully provide for 
the uniqueness of the individual learner by creating learning experiences which accommodate the variety of 
learning rates, learning styles and personal needs of our students within a spectrum of public school programs.” 


Our annual open house began with a dedication ceremony. Our gymnasium was named in honor and 
memory of Carolyn S. Post. Friends and family members of Carolyn’s as well as members of the community 
came to honor Carolyn’s memory and see the improvements that were made to the gymnasium. The entire 
project was well received by all. | truly appreciate all the assistance that was provided by the dedication 
committee (Mr. Vernon Post, Mr. George McCabe, Mrs. Victoria Boucher, Mrs. Candace Wood, Mrs. Renee 
Hartford, and Mr. Michael McMahon). East Bridgewater Partners in Education and the Skylur J. Spagone 
Memorial Fund financially supported the project. 


We take great pride in the education that our staff and faculty provide for our students and it’s 
with pleasure that we added new and familiar faces to our teaching team. Mrs. Mary Walsh was 
appointed as a third grade teacher. Mrs. Walsh is a graduate of Bridgewater State College with a 
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bachelor’s degree in Education. Mrs. Walsh had been a teaching assistant here at Central 
School. Both Debbi Nichols and Cathy Costa have returned to the teaching staff from their 
maternity leaves. 


Mrs. Karen Lynch was recommended for the School Nurse position. Mrs. Lynch has a Bachelor's 
Degree from Northeastern College in Nursing and has over 20 years experience in the health care field. Mrs. 
Lynch cares for approximately 50-70 children daily in the clinic. Mrs. Lynch returns to Central School after a few 
years in other areas of health care service. 


The basic foundation for each child’s educational success is established at the Central School. This year 
we have been piloting two reading series that focus on the five essential components of early literacy (phonemic 
awareness, phonics, fluency, vocabulary, & comprehension). We will purchase one of these programs for all 
students in K-3 for the fall of 2008. The children receive daily math instruction through the Addison Wesley 
mathematics program, which includes the developmentally appropriate hands on approach to learning math that 
the children of this age need. This program is closely aligned to the Massachusetts Frameworks as well as the 
National Mathematics Standards. A lot of work has been done this year to prepare for Science and Social 
Studies instruction to be integrated through the Reading and Language Arts curriculum. The GRADE (Group 
Reading Assessment and Diagnostic Evaluation) and DIBELs (Diagnostic Indicators of Basic Early Literacy Skills) 
have been given to all students to assess reading skills that the students have learned and ones that need to be 
taught. Students are assessed throughout the year to follow progress and monitor growth. 


The Guidance Counselor, Mr. Timothy Doherty and School Psychologist, Miss Annette Stead are very 
much involved with student academics, social and emotional development and crisis intervention situations. They 
are an essential component in our communication among the teachers, students, and parents to assure the 
success of each child.

REPORT OF THE ATHLETIC DIRECTOR 


Athletically 2007 was a memorable year for East Bridgewater High School. Through all the highs and few 
lows, the boys and girls of East Bridgewater represented their town to the best of their ability. As a result, the 
MIAA recognized EBHS for the third year in a row for its outstanding sportsmanship. In only the school’s second 
season since returning to the South Shore League the combined efforts of all teams yielded results of which the 
entire community should be proud. 

The boys indoor track team had an outstanding season competing in a league that contained Division | 
and Division II teams. There final dual meet record is 5-1 which gave them and a second place finish in the North 
Division. Competing against traditionally strong programs such as Marshfield, Dennis Yarmouth, and South 
Plymouth makes the team’s performance even more impressive. 

The girls indoor track team finished the season with a 2-4-1 record against similarly outstanding 
competition. The team’s accomplishments are best reflected in the fact that this year’s squad established seven 
new indoor relay school records. 

The boys and girls basketball teams struggled as they were only able to produce 2 victories between 
them. Both teams played very hard and never gave up. Although the girls basketball season was not as 
successful as the previous season, the record does not reflect in any way the amount of heart and soul that each 
member of the team brought to each game and practice. Meanwhile, the boys team was competitive throughout 
the season and buoyed by strong group of underclassmen. 

The winter cheerleaders picked up right where the fall left off. The girls won their first South Shore 
League Championship on February 7 at Abington High School. Two days later they boarded a plane to Florida to 
compete in the Nationals. At the Nationals, the team made it to semi-finals placing 18'" out of 60 schools that 
attended the Nationals in their division. The team then won the South Section Championship for the sixth time in 
seven years. They followed that performance up with a second place finish at the State meet. 

The 2007 softball season was a great success. The Lady Vikings achieved their primary goal and won the 
South Shore League title in their first year back. This outstanding season included a ten game winning streak and 
a victory in the state tournament. It should also be noted that this year’s team matched the all-time season win 
total with 17! 

The baseball team matched that performance and won the league championship. Coach Cronin’s team 
finished an exciting season with a great victory over Harwich and a league clinching win over Carver. The team’s 
final record of 18-4 included a win the first round of the state tournament. 

The boys track team was the third team from the spring season to bring another banner home by winning 
the South Shore League title. The boys track team finished 9-0. However, the biggest accomplishment of the 
team was the winning the State Class D relays, a truly team oriented event. With this victory the boys track team 
defeated 38 teams from across Eastern Massachusetts. 

Girls track finished the season with a league record of 5-1 and an overall record of 8-1. The team’s strong 
season was marked with strong showings at the Class D relays, the Durfee Freshmen / Sophomore Meet, and the 
South Shore League meet. At the Class D relays the squad sent four relay teams and earned a medal in all four. 
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The tennis team started off strong and right from try outs the coaches could see the improvement with 
their footwork, strokes and most importantly their attitude. As the team continues to grow in popularity amongst 
students, the success the team desires is not far in the future. 

The East Bridgewater High School golf team participated in the MIAA State Tournament, for which they 
qualified on the basis of their overall record of 10-6 (8-4 league). Although the team did not qualify to move on to 
the State Finals, the six players who attended represented the school and themselves very well. 

The boys cross-country team finished the season as undefeated league champions. In addition the team - 
~ won the all-league meet and stretched its winning streak to 17 over the past two seasons. 

Meanwhile the girls track team made tremendous gains and finished the season in second place with a 
record of 8-1. The largest squad ever nearly won the league title with a one point loss to Norwell. 

Although the field hockey team finished with a record of 4-12-2, this was a solid team in the eyes of its 
coach. The team graduated 15 seniors and is looking to its younger players to rebound in 2008. 

The football team had its strongest season in recent memory. The team’s record of 8-2 was well earned 
resulted in a second place league finish. The season included important wins against rivals Rockland and 
Norwell. The Thanksgiving Day game capped a great season with a victory over a traditionally strong Division 1 
Bridgewater-Raynham squad. 

The fall cheerleading team added another league title during the 2007 season. In addition the team won 
the Newton Invitational along with being named Grand Champion for highest overall score. The team finished up 
the season with second and third place finishes at the regional and state competitions. 

The girls soccer team concluded a competitive season with a 7-7-4 record. While the team is graduating 
some program mainstays, it has a core group of returning letter winners that look to build upon the lessons of this 
season. 

The boys soccer team became the pride of the school with its historic tournament run to finish the 2007 
season. After dropping its first two, the team did not taste defeat again until the State Semifinals against 
Lynnfield. During this unbelievable tournament performance the team defeated Cardinal Spellman, league 
champion Carver, Bourne, and Pembroke.

At the Gordon W. Mitchell 
Middle School, Raymond Ponte is in his fifth year as a music teacher in East Bridgewater. Ray teaches all bands 
at the middle school, grade five and six instrumental lessons, and grade seven and eight general music classes.

The high school spring concert was held on Wednesday evening, April 4, 2007. The concert featured all high 
school level ensembles. Deserving students were awarded the 2006-2007 music awards during a ceremony 
at the concert. 


Susan Layton, Central School music teacher, led the entire third grade in a vocal concert held in the high 
school auditorium on Tuesday morning, April 10, 2007 and Wednesday morning, April 11, 2007. The. concert 
was attended by grades one and two, as well as family members of all the performers. This was a wonderful 
opportunity for the performers and the audience alike. Congratulations to Mrs. Layton for this most ambitious 
undertaking. 


Late spring 2007 was a very busy time for all performance groups. All ensembles from grade three through 
grade twelve had a very busy and fulfilling spring concert season. This year the annual Pops Concert 
weekend “Spring Musical Extravaganza” was held in the middle school auditorium on Friday evening, May 
11", and Saturday evening, May 12". The programs featured the musical talents of all students involved in 
the music program from both the middle school and the high school. This event is one of the Music Parents 
Associations biggest fundraisers of the year. The concerts were again a huge success. 


On Sunday, May 20, 2007 the music department and Music Parents Association tried a new format, 
combining the annual senior recital, and music banquet held at the middle school. Several graduating seniors 
featured their musical talents in the senior recital. The recital was followed by annual music banquet hosted 
by the East Bridgewater Music Parents Association. Both events were very successful, and it is our hope to 
continue this format in the future. The high school concert band performed at the Memorial Day Ceremony on 
the East Bridgewater Common on Monday, May 28, 2007. The high school chorus performed at the senior 
awards night on May 30th. 


The month of June was equally as busy for the music department. The grade seven and eight middle school 
band and chorus performed at the Great East Music Festival on Friday, June 1. Both groups received Gold 
Medals for their efforts. After their performances, everyone enjoyed a fun-filled afternoon and evening at Six 
Flags, New England. The high school chorus and concert band performed at high school graduation on 
Sunday, June 3, 2007. The grade four, five, and six spring concert was held on Tuesday evening, June 5M. 
The undergraduate recital featured twenty-five performances by freshmen, sophomores, and juniors from the 
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high school music program. The final performance of the 2006-2007 school year was the grade seven and 
eight concert band, jazz band and chorus performing in their annual spring concert on June 13”. 


In September, the music department was ready to go. Marching band, under the direction of Mr. William 
Solari, held band camp the third week of August, and had its first official performance Labor Day weekend. 
The band marched in the town of Scituate’s annual Labor Day Parade. This really was a great season for 
the marching band. The group went undefeated all year in competition, culminating the season with a gold 
medal performance at NESBA finals on Sunday, November 4" in Reading, Massachusetts, gain winning the 
New England Scholastic Band Association Championship in their division for the twelfth time in the last 
thirteen years. The theme for this year’s show was music by the pop/rock group Chicago. Congratulations to 
Mr. Solari, his marching band staff, the East Bridgewater Music Parents Association, and every student 
involved in the marching band program. 


The annual East Bridgewater N.E.S.B.A. Marching Band Home Show was actually held in East Bridgewater 
for the first time in three years! Due to EEE restrictions, the show had to be move to other communities for 
the last few years. The show was a complete success for the East Bridgewater Music Parents Association 
and the music department. The show featured nineteen of the finest marching bands in New England, 
translating to over one thousand, four hundred (1,400) performers! 


At the completion of a very busy and successful marching band season, it was time to begin other extra- 
curricular music activities. The Rhythmix Vocal Jazz Ensemble had been rehearsing since early fall under the 
direction of Mrs. Donna Eichorn. The high school jazz band, now under the direction of Mr. Thomas Reynolds 
began rehearsing later in the fall. All ensembles are planning to perform in the upcoming holiday concerts. 


We are very fortunate to be entering our second competitive season with the winter percussion ensemble. 
Under the direction of Mr. David Roy, marching band percussion instructor, the group finished in second place 
at N.E.S.B.A. Winter Percussion Finals held at the University of Massachusetts in Amherst on Saturday, 
March 31%. The group started rehearsing again this season in early December, and will begin their 
competitive N.E.S.B.A. performance schedule in late February, 2008. 


The month of December was again a very busy time musically. All ensembles had opportunities to perform in 
traditional winter concert settings. The marching band performed in the Christmas on the Common parade. 
All of our middle school ensembles did outstanding work in their winter concerts. For the second time, Mrs. 
Layton was able to have a winter holiday concert at the Central School. The performances featured the entire 
second grade. The middle school grade seven and eight winter holiday concert was held on Tuesday 
evening, December, 11". The high school music department featured all ensembles in their annual winter 
concert on Tuesday evening, December 18'". The next morning, the high school concert band and concert 
choir performed a holiday concert for the entire Central School, grades one through three. This was a 
wonderful opportunity for the high school musicians to present themselves as entertainers, and the students 
of the Central School were an outstanding audience to perform for.

REPORT OF THE DIRECTOR 
OF PUPIL PERSONNEL SERVICES 


| am pleased to submit to you this report on the delivery of special services to East Bridgewater students during 
the 2006-2007 school year. 


During the 2006-07 school year, approximately 326 students were served through various special 


education programs including our pre-school program and our out-of-district placements. This is approximately 
13% of our total student population, well below the state average of 17% percent. Of this number, approximately 
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89% of our special needs students were served within our own classrooms and programs while the remainder 
were tuitioned to various special programs outside the district. 


During the 2006-07 school year there was a focus on developing a broader continuum of service 
programs within our schools. In previous years, students who required partial inclusion programs or substantially 
separate programs in order to make progress were sent to out-of-district placements. While students receive 
excellent services in out-of-district placements, they are virtually excluded from participating in the life of their 
neighborhood school. In working towards expanding our continuum of services, one program was piloted in the 
Central School and two programs were piloted in the Middle School. These programs provided more intensive 
remediation services and provided opportunities for students to engage with typically developing peers in their 
own school building. Not only is this more educationally appropriate for students, there is a significant financial 
benefit with regard to special education costs. 


We were pleased this year to be able to continue mathematics remediation as well as the reading 
remediation that is the focus of the Title 1 program. Selected students in grades one through 6 received 
reading/language arts remediation and selected students in grades 3 through 6 were given help in the area of 
mathematics. 


At the Central School, we continued to have a fully integrated special services delivery model. In this 
model the students remain in their regular classrooms while receiving help from the special needs staff. This 
model has been very successful in helping students to retain their self-esteem while coping with learning 
problems. The fact that it works so well is a credit to the regular and special education teachers involved and to 
the many aides who help carry out the program. Additionally, the Central School successfully piloted the first Full- 
Day Integrated Kindergarten classroom. This classroom was designed for students who required additional 
supports and time to access the curriculum and were unable to do so ina half-day program. The full day 
Kindergarten class includes models as well as special needs students. This program also allows students who 
require related services such as speech therapy, physical therapy and occupational therapy time within the school 
day to receive those services. 


The Central School preschool program is also an integrated program. At the preschool level this means 
that non-disabled students are recruited from the preschool population of the town. These children then serve as 
models and peers for the special education preschool aged children. As a result, all of the children learn that 
everyone is valued in spite of their differences. We are very pleased that our preschool program meets the 
requirements of, and is certified by, the prestigious National Association for the Education of Young Children 
(NAEYC). 


At the Gordon W. Mitchell Middle School, special services were provided through a combination of 
inclusion, partial inclusion and two, new, substantially separate classrooms. The two substantially separate 
classrooms each serve approximately five to seven students. One of these classrooms provides a Life Skills 
curriculum for students unable to access even a modified grade level curriculum. The other classroom services 
students who have significant emotional challenges and who require extensive therapeutic supports. 


It is gratifying that the Mitchell School was again able to serve as a host to programs from each of the 
two educational collaboratives of which we are members. The Middle School housed a class for multiply 
handicapped students run by the North River Collaborative and a class for students with emotional or behavioral 
problems run by the Reads Collaborative. The staff of the Middle School was extraordinary in making each of 
these programs accepted and welcomed into the building. 


The High School continued to provide resource help to students with special needs through individualized 
instruction and academic support. At the high school level, almost all special education students receive their 
primary academic instruction in a regular class setting. They may then also receive remediation, reinforcement 
and clarification of what they have learned in the Resource Room. Co-teaching teams (one regular teacher and 
one special education teacher) have been established in all four major academic disciplines and both regular 
education and special education teachers report that students performed better as a result of this co-teaching 
method. 


At all of the schools, special education instruction is supplemented with speech therapy, physical therapy, 
occupational therapy, behavioral therapy, adaptive physical education services or counseling where necessary. 
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For the seventh year, the East Bridgewater Public Schools offered summer school programming for 
grades Pre-K through 5 for four weeks in July. The program included not only special needs students, but was 
also open to children in the Title 1 program and children at risk for performing poorly on the MCAS. 


In summary, the 2006-2007 school year was a positive and productive one in the area of pupil personnel 
services. The staff, which included a number of new faces, continues to be commendable in their energy and 
their dedication to meeting the needs of all of the students of East Bridgewater.

REPORT OF THE SCHOOL COMMITTEE 
To the Honorable Board of Selectmen and the Citizens of East Bridgewater: 
Itis with great privilege that | submit this report as Chairperson of the School Committee. 
It has been a very busy and productive year for the East Bridgewater School System. Our strategic plan 
which was published in June of 2005 is now in its third year. We continue to aggressively and comprehensively 
address and complete each goal targeted for the third year of the plan. We continue to address concerns 


expressed in both the NEASC (New England Association of Schools and Colleges) and EQA (Office of 
Educational Quality and Accountability) reports. 
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In our reorganization meeting, | was elected to continue as Chairperson, Tom Hamilton as Vice 
Chairperson and Elizabeth Hayes as Secretary. Elizabeth Hayes was also reappointed as Budget Chairperson 
for FY07-08. 


Dr. Margaret Strojny continues in her tenure as Superintendent of Schools. Her continued dedication to 
the East Bridgewater School district is apparent in her desire to bring excellence and success to our children and 
the system, in its entirety. Her commitment to building a seamless K-12 system and preserving the quality of a 
public school education in difficult financial times have remained her primary focus and concern. Her enthusiasm 


and hard work are endless. The district continues to reap the rewards of her labor as we move the district forward 
in a positive direction. 


In July of 2007, we submitted a letter of intent to the Massachusetts School Building Authority with the 
hopes that upon approval we could begin the process of moving towards building a new high school. 
Unfortunately, we were denied in the first round citing the Town of East Bridgewater’s lack of capital improvement 
planning and lack of attention to maintenance on buildings we currently have. Hopefully, steps taken in the near 
future will allow us better success upon resubmission next year. 


Unfortunately, the 2007-2008 budget could not continue in the recovery mode of the previous year. With 
creative planning and thoughtful solutions and the additional revenue generated by raising fees, we were able to 
maintain the status quo. The final budget was passed at town meeting in the amount of $16,374,983. 


At the special town meeting in February, we were graciously supported by the town’s voters in our 
warrant request to purchase a new reading series for the Central School. 


On behalf of the committee, | would like to thank all the administrators, teachers, support staff and school 
employees for their hard work and dedication to the East Bridgewater Public School System. We would also like 
to thank the townspeople for their support in these continuing difficult financial times. Our children are our future 
and we ask the community for their continued support to ensure that we are providing the finest educational 
opportunities for all.

REPORT OF THE SCHOOL FOOD SERVICES PROGRAM

| am pleased to submit the Annual Report of the School Food Services Program for the 2006-2007 school year. 


To realize excellence in education, we share a responsibility to ensure that children come to school ready to 
learn. Nutrition plays an integral part in that responsibility. In partnership with the United States Department of 
Agriculture and the Child Nutrition Programs administered by the Massachusetts Department of Education, the 
East Bridgewater School Food Services Program contributes to the health and well being of our students by 
providing nutritious and affordable meals in our schools. The price for a regular student meal including milk and 
dessert has been $1.75. Unfortunately, rising food & labor costs will require a price increase to $2.00 beginning 
with the 2007-2008 school year. The program also provides low-cost meals to senior citizens at the Gordon W. 
Mitchell Middle School every Thursday during the school year. 


The success of any program is directly related to its personnel. | would like to thank Jacqueline Edwards, 
Administrative Assistant, who manages the program on a system-wide basis. | would also like to express thanks 
to the School Lunch Managers, Joanne Kahaiyan, (Central School), Jeannette McNeil (Middle School), and 
Deborah Vaughn (High School) for their hard work and dedication. In addition, the program owes a debt of 
gratitude to its many General Workers. 
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Finally, thanks to Principals Gina Williams, Stanley Piltch, and Paul Vieira as well as all of the students and 
parents who continue to support this valuable program.

2007 District Technology Report 


The East Bridgewater Public Schools made significant progress in the area of technology in 2007. In 2006, the 

. district made a $365,000 capital expenditure to upgrade the network, servers, firewall, e-mail, backup systems, 
and computers and printers at teacher workstations. Computers in the middle school special area lab and the 
school business education classroom and library at the high school were also equipped with new computers. In 
addition, a mobile laptop lab for the high school was purchased. As a direct result of the upgrade, the district was 
able to make other advances in technology for administrative and instructional purposes. 


The school department completely redesigned the district and school websites. It now utilizes the services of 
School Wires, an academic web portal that offers hosting services and ongoing technical support. The initial sites 
were developed at the district and school levels and then were expanded to departments and individual teachers. 
The site greatly enhanced our communication both within the district and throughout the community. All School 
Committee meeting agendas and minutes are posted along with budget information, district plans, reports and 
accountability information. : 


Special education services were enhanced by the introduction of specialized assistive technology. Limited 
licenses for text to speech and voice recognition software were purchased. Individual Education Plans are web 
based since the implementation of eSPED special education report writing software. This makes the writing and 
sharing of student plans among staff more efficient. Similarly, the district purchased SNAP software, a network 
application for student health services and records. This has standardized the record keeping across the district 
and achieved compliance with state requirements for reporting. | 


The integration of technology in curriculum increased in 2006 as a result of improvements made to the network 
and computers in Phase | of the Infrastructure Improvement Plan and an increase in district sponsored workshops 
and graduate level courses. Forty district teachers participated in two separate graduate courses focused on the 
effective use of technology for instruction and learning. Grant money was used to fund summer technology 
curriculum work in grades K-6. Teams of teachers worked with the Director of Technology over the summer to 
develop math lessons that incorporate technology. Teachers were compensated through the Enhancing 
Education through Technology grant funded by the Massachusetts Department of Education. Units are posted on 
the district website and are available to all teaching staff. 


Phase II of the Technology Improvement plan, the most critical of all from the perspective of the impact it will have 
on our students, was not funded as anticipated. The School Committee submitted a request to place an article 
seeking $250,000 for Phase II improvements on the May, 2007 town meeting warrant with the hope that funding 
would come from free cash or the stabilization fund. However, due to the limitations of the budget, and other 
proposed capital projects, the Board of Selectmen directed the School Committee to submit the request as a debt 
exclusion instead. After much deliberation, the committee determined that it was not the right time for a request 
that, if approved, would incur an additional tax burden on the community. Therefore, the request was not put 
before the public. The School Committee, administration, and the Technology Task Force are committed to 
moving the plan forward and continue to explore all methods of funding to see it come to fruition. 


At this writing, the district has 350 computers located in labs, libraries, offices, and classrooms. Although recent 
purchases have increased our computer inventory, our student to computer ratio to high capacity computers is 
13:1. This ratio far exceeds the D. O. E.’s recommended ratio of no more than five students to one Type A 
computer. The Department defines a Type A or high-capacity computer as a computer that has at least 256 RAM 
and a Pentium 4 processor or equivalent. The district network and all computers and peripherals are supported by 
one technician contracted through HUB Technical Services of Easton, who on-site and shared with all town 
departments.
